{8 Has Neen Discovered That Water May 
Ne Iolted in a laper Cease! 
N experimenter has lately dis- 
eovered that water: can be 
boiled in a paper vessel. Out 
of a sheet of strong paper cut 
a dish about six Inches In di- 
ameter. Next take a piece of 
wire, not too thin, making at one end 
thereof a ring abcut three inches in 
ameter, wrapping the other end 
spirally around a candle and keeping 
it in place by sticking a pin into the 
tandle just below the lower end. By 
pressing the-dish of paper ineo the 
bollow of one hand it is given a bowl 
shape. In placing’ this bowl'in the 
wire ring care must be taken to let 
ts rim project'about.an inch above

man.” There “was nothing 
“strange about that. © Most 
_ > ‘Englishmen of his type and 
tlaszs are. Bul then he was besides one 
of the worst shots when he firat came 
gut to this country (he improved after~ 
wards) that I ever saw “waste his lead 
upon the desert alr.” 
Now, most Englishmen of his class 
(he was the younger son of a Bucking- 
hamshire equire) are excellent shots, 
being to the manor born as it were, 
which made this defect the more re- 
markabdle. He was very credulous 
about some things, particularly as re- 
garded game and shooting {n America. 
Here, again, he resembled many other 
Englishmen. He was brave, generous 
and impulsive, much more resembling 
an Irishman than an Englishman in 
this last respect, He waa also very near- 
sighted, which accounted In part for 
his frequent bad shots, and he always 
wore what he called “glawses.” 
When I first saw Tom Dare It was 
on the Canadian Grand Trunk train g0- 
ing west, somewhere between Kingston 
and Toronfo. His compartment in the 
Pullman car resembled a small shop 
for the sale of sporting goods, or an 
exhibit of deadly and murderous wea- 
pons. Gun and rifle-cases lay all 
around him. He had evidently not been 
able to endure their removal from his 
sight to the baggage-car. At every 
stop he would move forward to the lat- 
ter car and Inspect a huge St. Bernard, 
@ pair of pointers and an evil-minded 
bulldog, with deep solicitude. These 
Interesting animala were making about 
as much notse as a pack of hounds tn 
full cry, and two of them—the St. Ber- 
nard and the bulldog—were dangerous 
to come near. Some ideas exchanged 
on sporting topics, and the timely as- 























sistance I was able to give him in’ 


soothing his excited quadrupeds, made 
us friendly at once, for there Is a sin- 
gular freemasonry among sportsmen. 
But when he found that I lived in the 
very city he was bound for, and that 
I knew well several people he had Ict- 
ters of Introduction to, Englishman- 
like, Dare expanded completely, and I 
Was soon In possession of his experi- 
ences, tribulations and trials since his 
arrival {in the New World, and some of 
hls hopes and plans for the future. 

It sé¢ems that, having-tiad some pro- 
perty left him by a maiden aunt, as 
well as the usual younger son's allow- 
ance, he was free to realize the chief 
desire of his soul, which was to visit 
North America and do his utmost to 
lessen the number of wet animala on 
that continent. He confided to me In a 
burat of enthusiasm, Invoked by some 
appreciative remarks of mine, betoken- 
ing a congenial spirit, “that spawt— 
real wild spawt"—was the culding star 
of his existence, and that to enjoy it, 
unfettered by any of the effete re- 
atraints which hedge it in at home, was 
the chief reason of his leaving his na- 
tive shore. 

We reached our destination at last, 
and Dare departed to a neighboring 
hotel with his arsenal and canines. In 
due. time he presented his letters of 
Introduction to various families, was 
takeg up very kindly by society, and 
“put .up” at most of the clubs; and 
was even to be seen, with an intense 
expression of hopeless gloom oversha- 
dowing his countenance, assisting at 
various fashionable functions. 

I met him often at the club and else- 
where, and got to like him very much. 
I gathered from some remarks that fell 
from him that he was not alto- 
gether happy among his fashion- 
able engagements and surroundings, 
and that he alghed for the hour 
when he could escape from them 
into the wilderness and hunt bears 
in peace. Like Lady Clara Vere 
de Vere, “the languid light of his proud 
eye was wearled with the rolling 
hours.” and he counted the moments 
till the deer-shooting season . opened, 
and till he could Dy from.the blandish- 
ments of dear Jane or charming Gladys 
or Ethel to the northern forests. 

The happy, longed-for day at last 
arrived. A generous friend had placed 
his hunting lodge (he being detained 
at home by Important business) at our 
disposal for the season, It was situ- 
ated In Northern Algoma, tn what was 
then—and !s now—a great game coun- 
try. 80 it happened that just forty- 
eight hours after the opening of the 
season Dare and I were stynding on 
the porch of the comfortatsiitule rus- 
tic house looking out over the most 
beautiful little lake In the world. Our 
four men were bringing packs and bag- 
gage from the canoes up to the house 
with that beautiful calm delibaration 
and absence of all fussy feverish haste 
characteristic of the Canadian “half- 
breed,” while in front of us, leaning on 
his rifle, stood our guide, the redoub:- 
able Kit Todd, best of hunter» and 
trappers between Lake Superior and 
the Ottawa, 

Tom Dare was in the seventh heaven. 
During his sojourn in Canada he had 
learned something about the game of 
the northern part of this continent, He 
had found out, for Instance, that elk 
and caribou did not abound in the 
neighborhood of New York; that buffa- 
lo were extinct In Ohlo, In Iilinols, aid 
in the vicinity of Toronto, Canada. In 
fact, that they were virtually extinct 
everywhere in America. Also, that to 
get dig game anywhere in America 
you had to go a long way back. He 
quite understood that in the forests he 
saw clothing in wild beauty the hills 
around him he could only expect to get 
a shot at red or Virginia deer, at small 
game—if he cared to shoot them—as 
often and as fast as he could fire, with 
now and then, by good luck, a chance 
at a bear or moose.

stems, lifting thelr changeless mass of 
dark needles far above the medley of 
gay colors beneath, as If in disdain of 
their tawdry fickleness—all this wealth 
and confusion of color was the first 
thing that struck the intruder Into this 
Breat temple of nature. And next the 
allence—or, rather, what seemed a great 
silence at first, for one soon discovered 
that it was broken by Innumerable un- 
dertones, the many volces of the great 
forest, the never-ceasing tokens of the 
eternal unrest of nature. The creaking 
of one giant bough against another, 
the far-off drumining of a grouse, the 
bark of the red fox, the dropping of a 
Pine cone—even the vague, ufcertain 
descent of a leaf, or the cry of the Jay 
or ivory-billed woodpecker far off tn 
the deep melancholy forest, filled one 
with the idea that here at Jast were the 
frontlers of that great wild Nature 
which man In America is ever driving 
further and further away,” But she— 
patient and biding her time—will per- 
haps come back In a few thousands of 
years and hide him and his works, as 
she has hidden those of many a race 
and dynasty In the Old World and the 
New since the earth was young. 


Dare felt all these things so much 
that he asked to be allowed to take 
care of himself for a while, “to give 
him the true feeling of solitude,” he 
sald. So Kit and 1 went along one 
ridge, and Dare made his way along 
another running parallel with ours, 
and about a hundred yards to the right. 
He hadn't been gone twenty minutes 
when he put a bullet (45.75 Winchester) 
through the top of my fore-and-aft cap, 
which I had foolishly decorated with a 
deer’s tall, an abaurdity which almost 
invited accident when a “tenderfoot” 
was one of the party. 

“That gent with the goggles ts out 
after meat,” said Kit dryly, as he sur- 
veyed the two holes. “An’ scemin’ly 
he ain't noways pertic'ler what kind he 
its.” 

Tom's consternation, of course, was 
extreme, but It was mingled with a sort 
of injured feeling towards me for not 
having been a deer. After that Todd 
accompanied Dare to prevent these 
little mistakes as to the nature of his 
game, and also to prevent his indulg- 
ing tn what Todd called “permiskyus 
gunnin’"—Le., firing his rife at par- 
tridge, rabbits, etc., which he showed 
every disposition to do, and = which 
would effectually settle any hope of 
our even getting sight of a deer. I 
went along the parallel ridge alone. 

There were many deer in the Algoma 
woods In those days (there are many 
now, for that matter), so we saw plen- 
ty of tracks, Still, I didn’t expect much 
success, for several reasons, For one 
thing, the day was too fine. There was 
no wind in the woods, and the rustle 
of our steps In the dead leaves would 
be audible to the keen hearing of a 
deer far away. Then there were too 
many of us. The solitary, silent sports- 
magn Is the one that gets game, still- 
hunting, 

So I was agreeably surprised when, 
not five minutes after we had separ- 
ated, Dare and Todd “jumped” a deer 
from an oak top with the leaves still 
on, left by lumberers, Todd let drive 
at it with his single-fre rifle as It made 
its first long, beautiful bound out of 
cover, and, strange to say—for he wan 
a first-rate shot—only scraped its-fank. 
The deer, a spike-buck, went straight 
away up the ridge In full view, while 
with frenzied haste and uncertain ain 
crack! crack! crack! went Tom's re- 
Deater, 

The buck was just topping the ridge, 
about two hundred yards off, when 
Dare fired a Jast wild, despairing shot, 
and the deer gave a great bound, 
stretching his fore and hind legs stittly 
out. Then all its Iimbs collapsed ja 
mid-air, and {It pitched straight for- 
ward on Its head.

For the second five 
years they will pay the net | surplus 
of receipts overs working eXPensen, 
For the remaining 40 years they 
agree to pay 3 per cent. on the cost 
of construction, 

“The Government will guarantee 
the bonds for the stretch of line 
which the ce any themselves are to 
construct. In the case of the prairie 
section the guarantee will be 75 per 
tent. of the actual cost of construc: 
tion, but is not to exces $13,000 a 
mile. The Government have arbitrar- 
fly fixed 500 miles as the length of 
the mountain section, and for this 
distance the guarantee will also be 
75 per cent. of the actual cost up to 
a maximum of $30,000 a mile. 

“The rates to be charged are to 
be subject to the control of the Gav- 
ernor-in-Council or th tailway 
Commission, but on the Government 
sxtion of the line the rates are not 
to be cut down to a figure that will 
Prevent the company from paying 
the annual rental.

Odessa, July 3.—According to ad- 
vices’ received by the 8t. Petersburg 
newspaper Svett from Japan,the Brit- 
ish and Japanese Ministers at Pekin 
have presented a note to the Chinexe 
sovernment in the following terms : 

First, Russia's occupation of Mun- 
churia threatens the maintenance of 
Peace in the Far East, and injures 
the interests of England and Japan. 

Second, If the departure of the Ius- 
sians {rom Manchuria ‘a indefinitely 
Postponed, England and Japan must 
Proceed to protectathvir iriterests. 

Third, China must demand from 
Russia the immediate evacuation of 
Manchuria, 

Fourth, Great Britain and Japan 
acknowledge no treaty between Rus- 
ria and China, which does not tind 
Russla to evacuate Manchuria, 

Fifth. If, after the evacuation of 
Manchuria, a treaty betwen China and 
Rusela with respect to the civil ad- 
ministration of Manchuria is deemed 
necessary, such treaty can only be 
concluded with the approval of Great 
Britain and Japan. 

Sixth, a reply to this note is de- 
manded within five days.

versitles of the Empire. They go {to 
the ‘United States, to such places as 
Jobns Hopkins and to Gormany, and 
their cuergles and scientific knowl- 
edge aro often diverted from the Em- 
pire, particularly when they gotothe 
United States. 
“Now my idea has been that by this 
dinner and conference we could as ‘it 
were focus public ‘attention upon this 
great question of sclentifle rescarch— 
upon the question whether there can- 
not be a’closcr drawing together of 
the important universities of the 
Empire. There will be lald before the 
conference statements as to what cx- 
actly are the facilities now offered 
in all the universitics of the United 
Kingdom for post-graduate work, and 
inquiry will be wade aw to what fur- 
ther facilities can: be offered to co- 
lonial students to study In England 
instead of in the United States and 
Germany. With England as the centre 
of the web it! ly quite possible ‘that 
such a scheme might he arranged 
that the English student who has 
developed research work here may go, 
we will say, to the MoGill University 
to study and experiment in stecl, br 
to Jobannesbury to study mincrals, 
or to Melbourne or Sydney for some 
like purpose. That Is to say, that we 
should have a great interchange of

Warned Crowd to Flee. 

At 2 o'clock rain began to fall in 
torrents in the vicinity of the park, 
and spread over a territory covering 
probably ten imiles..

The total net 
arnings of the 3,871 national banks in 
the iwelve months of 190, according to 
the Controller of the Currency, were 
$69,981,810, In twelve months, tf its 
earnings do not diminish, the steel cor- 
poration will have earned $40,000,000 
more than all the national banks. It 
will have earned, in fact, according to 
the “Financier’s" calculation, as much 
as all the banks of every kind In the 
United States, their total number being 
about 14,000.

His success in this 
direction throws a pleasant light on 
the progress of civilization. -One won- 
ders what would have been the fate of 
Von Liebig had he opposed himself to 
1 wuch an-error in the sixteenth century 
when Kepler could only save his moth- 
er from going to the stake for witch- 
craft by satisfying her Judgzes that she 
possessed none of the signs esseutial 
In those days Kepler did 
not dare to say that there were no 
such things as witches.—W. A. Sbhen- 
stone in Cornhill Magazine.

Coughing inight 
benefit him, ‘by relieving the Jungs of 
the catarrhal obstruction; but, ow- 
ing to his weak state, it ix very try- 
ing and exhausting. 

8 p. m.—Acccntuated symptoms of 
general depression are appearing. The 
Pope's respiration is more frequent 
and superficial, and his pulse is so 
woak that sumvetimes it is impercep- 
ible. Ilis temperature remains under 
normal, and his intellectual faculties 
are unimpaired. .

“For Poultry-Keepers.. 


Poultry and Small Fruit. - 


Keeping of poultry combined with 
tare of small fruit makes the land 
doubly useful and the profit more than 
double, as each crop assists in the pro- 
tection of the other, while the waste 
enriches the soil, and, if -well stirred, 
totation of crops and health of fowls 
are better than if cither is. pursued 
alone, *y {merrerc ge. 

With the exception of strawberrics 
and grapes, fowls enjoy the shade of 
the vines, without injury to the crop, 
and will do much good in picking up 
the fallen fruit, and thereby destroy- 
ing the worm, which does much to- 
ward preventing the scourge of these 
insects during another season. The 
shade, too, is very essential to fowls 
during the hot summer days, and while 
they scratch and wallow under the 
bush the working of the soil keeps the 
moisture in the ground and improves 
the crop. .. If the little chicks are free 
to run in the garden as well, their food 
will consist of worms and insects in-’ 
jurious to the plants ; in this little dif- 
ference the amount of sood saved in 
feeding them will be many dollars dur- 
ing the year. | Many breeders seem 
afraid to fet their poultry have access 
to the garden and berry field, while I 
gave always found their presence a 
benefit to the crop. My flock is 
tealthy, free from lice and disease, al- 
ways laying, and go about with a live- 
ly cackle, seemingly Riad that they are 
so; and [ reap a profit from them just 
because I give them nature’s way as 
far as possible in chickendom. 

To conclude, I think $20 worth of 
fruit, and $20 worth of eggs and poul- 
try can be raised on a single village 
fot each =year.—Michigan Poultry 
Breeder.

sult of the shortage the trade with 
Great Britain was isssened. This ix 
unfortunate on account of the : 





demand for Canadian chickens in Great 
Britain and the good prices that are 
paid. 

The chief of the poultry division, Mr, 
F.C. Hare, states that numerous lez 
ters have been received from produce 
merchants, poulterers and commission 
merchants who desite to learn in what 
localities chickens can be bought in 
great numbers and at reasonable 
prices. From several Canadian cities, 
and especially from Montreal, produce 
firms have asked to be informed where 
market chickens suttable for shipping 
to Great Britain could be obtained in 
the greatest numbers, — British poul- 
terers and commission merchants have 
repeatedly asked ior the same informa. 
tion, The letter of a well-established 
produce nouse m= London, England, 
was received last week. This firm wish- 
ed to “start an unaertaking for the 
purpose of importing Canadian poultry 
to Great “Britain.”

The above and similar requests are 
difficult of solution even by one in 
touch with the Canadian produce firms 
and packing houses that are buying 
and marketing chickens. The majori- 
ty of our established firms are equip- 
ped with a complete plant for market- 
ing in Canada or Great Britain several 
times more chickens than they can buy. 
Their profits are diminished through 
scarcity of chickens. Nevertheless mer- 
chants in Great Britain, Cape Colony,

tralia, are looking to a supply of Can- fue rome i Sehr | 
reli chickens to satisfy their growing 

trade. 


The problem of supplying this won- 
derfully increased demand for chice 
kens can be solved by the farmers 
alone. Instead of the farmer rearing 
fifty or a hundred chickens that receive 
little attention or feed, he should rear 
from 200 to 1,000 chickens annually. 
These should be of a utility type, such 
4s can be found in the popular breeds, 
Plymouth = Rocks and Wyandottes. 
The chickens should be hatched and 
reared by incubators and brooders, and 
when ready for market the cockerels 
should b: placed in fattening crates 
and fatted. The equipment required to 
do this work is not an expensive one— 
Szco to $250 is the cost of incubators, 
brooders. houses and fattening crates 
for finishing 1,000 chickens. It is as 
necessary for realizing the greatest 
profits from the poultry business as 
threshing and mowing machinery is for 
general farming. The work connected 
with finishing tooo chickens with the 
Proper appliances is no more than is 
necessary for rearing 200 chickens by 
the natural medfns. Poultry farming is 
a business that reenires to be dev 
ed in the same 1 ras the butter, 
cheese and fruit branches. A stbstan- 
tial profit can be made from the poul- 
try business when it is carried on os 
an adjunct to fa and with the 
same careful ott d financing, 

The Dominion Departnent of Agri- 
culture is endeavering to increase the 
poultry trade of Canada: to encourage 
the growing of the greatcst number of 
high-class chickens, and to assist in the 
matketing of them. A revised edition 
of the bulletin “Profitable Poultry 
Faeming” has just been issued, and 
will be mailed without charge on an- 
plication to the Commissioner of Ag- 
sienlture and Dairying. Ottawa. The 
information it contaips is of great 
value in the poultry work, and it

THE SOUP PLATE. _ 


A Seventeenth Century Coskbook 
Tella Why It Was Inveated, 

A valet of Louls XIV. published a 
cookbook In 1655 In which he gives as 
follows the reasop for the invention of 
the hollow soup plate: 

The plates of the guests will be hol- 
low in order that they may help them- 
selves to as much soup as they may 
want without being obliged to take it 
spoonful by spoonful, because of the 
disgust they may have for one another 
on secing the spoon go from the mouth 
to the tureen, 

Guest, it will be seen, used their 
own spoons to fill their plates, the large 
spoon to be used for serving the soup 
not deing Invented till some time later. 
Yet even a hundred years after the in- 
vention of the soup plate (1749) a work 
on civility advised that all the dishes 
should be so placed on the table that 
every one could reach them with his 
spoon and that if the soup was served 
in a dish (tureen) every one should 
help himself with his own spoon with- 
out seeming to be in a hurry. A work 
on manners that appeared just before 
the French revolution deemed it best 
to advise its readers that it was impo- 
lite to pass the spoon back and forth 
between the mouth and the tureen. 











A Plea For Descriptive Titles. 

Setting aside the fiood not to be 
counted as Iiterature, the naming of a 
book that fa worthy of a name is a 
matter of real moment. Two methods 
seem to have been followed—that of 
using the name of aJeading character, 
as “Jane Eyre” and “Rob Roy;” the 
other that of giving some hint of the 
mature of the book, as in “Vanity Fair’ 
and “The Cloister and the Hearth.” 
The first method has no justification. 
What we plead for is that a title shall 
tontain the soul or the keynote of-the 
book. Then the author and reader 
start on fair terms. Jane Austen, a 
consummate artist, understood this 
well, as in “Pride and Prejudice,” but 
forsook her advantage in “Emma”—a 
better book and susceptible to as tell- 
ing a title. It is difficult to estimate 
what would have been the loss to lit- 
erature if “The Scarlet Letter’ had 
been labeled “Heater Prynne” and 
“The House of Seven Gables”—a title 
that bas worked its way into architec- 
ture—had been called “The Pyn- 
theons."—Dr, Theodore T. Munger in 
Booklovers’ Magazine.

French President Pays Visit in 
Semi-State. 


Mile Reply to the Lord Mayor's Toast— 
Whole French Government Values 
Friendly Relations otween the Two 
Countries — Confers Decorations on 
Well-Known Englishmen—Vislts Royal 
Yamily, and Dines King Kdward. 


London, July 8.—President Loubet 
yesterday called’ at the French Hos- 
pital and the Hons for French Gov- 
crnesses, and returned to St. James’ 
Palace about 10 o'clock. He was ov- 
erywWhere grecied with great cordial- 
ity and cries of “Vive Loubel.”” A 
reception was accorded a deputation 
from the Diplomatic Corps, and 
shortly after noon the Presidént, nc- 
companied by Aimbassador and For- 
vign, Minister Deleasse, started © in 
scmi-state to visit the city. Shortly 
before 1 o’clock a visit wad paid‘ to 
the Guild Hall. After luncheon the 
Lord Mayor toasted the President, 
who, in reply, sald: **The presence 
at my side of the Minister for For- 
eign Affairs of the republic, “is a 
pledge to you of the value which the 
whole French Government attaches 
to the development of these happy 
relations of friendship between ovr 
two countrics,”’ 

President Loubet bestowed tho de 
coration of Grand Officer of the Le- 
gion of Honor upon the Lord Mayor 
of London, Sir Marcus Samuel, Ad- 
nmiral Sir Lewis Beaumont, known in 
Amorica as the former commander of 
the British Pacific Squadron, and 
Lord Avebury (formerly Sir John 
Lubbock.) 

M. Loubet returned to St. James’ 
Palace at about 3.30 p.m., and spent 
the rest of the afternoon in a round 
of visits to members of the royal 
family, 

King Edward drove to the French 
Embassy at 7.30 o'clock last night to 
dine with President Loubet. A great 
crowd of people outside gave His 
Majesty an ovation. The King was 
met at the door of the Embassy by 
M.  Loubet, Ambassador Cambon 
and the staff of the French Eimbas- 
ty. The guests included Premier Bal- 
four, Colonial Secretary Chamber- 
Izin, Foreign’ Minister Lansdowne, 
Mr. Choate, - United States Ambas- 
sador; Lord Rosebery, and the Duke 
of Devonshire. 

A gala operatic performance was 
given at Convent Garden last night 
in honor of President Loubet. A sa- 
lute and a roar of cheers announced 
the arrival of King Edward and Pre- 
sidont Loubet, who entered the royal 
box and stood bowing while the 
bands played the British and French 
national anthems,

RECEIVES: LOUBET | 7° asebunn 


PPFCOD old John MeNairn is down 
from Whitefish to see about 
his mine.° Whitefish, a map- 
forgotter. station up on the 


north shore, be it known, Is 


John’s poztoffice address, and where, 
tiring of the woods and hungry for the 
‘Rentle ways of civilization and the 
sight of petticoats and clean, smooth 
.faces, John comes to camp in the sec- 
tionmen's house and watch the trains 
go dy. Two passenger trains a day, 
one from the east and the other going 
back there—the east where the money 
is, where the soft-mannered, gentie- 
voiced women are, from whom John, 
having lived all hia life In the woods, 
is now forever cut off. 

¥or that is the saddest part of John’s 
life. He is absolutely alone. His friends 
are dead or lost, and the relatives of 
his boyhood away down on the St. 
Lawrence. All the days of his man- 
hood John has dweit In the wilderness, 
in the lumber woods of the Gatineau 
and far up at the head waters of the 
Ottawa, where the mighty river rises 
on the lower Canada side. At the time 
of the construction, the great birth 
epoch of the West, the bullding of the 
C.P.R., John found himself with tha 
trestle gang at Whitefish. And when 
the last rall was laid and the North 
Shorea section was finally, after labori- 
ous years, complete, John took his 
money, made up his pack and atruck 
north Into the woods. It was a new 
country, and he Intended to make a 
“stake” some day; then, in the hazy 
future, go back east, marry maybe, and 
settie down. He had a girl back there 
once, but she died. So John didn't care 
much where he went for a while. As 
he sald, “There was no strings on him.” 
There were no strings on him then, and 
there are none on him now, But some- 
times, after playing the mouthorgan to 
him fn his Uttle log shack at night, he 
used to tell me that he “sort of wished 
he had somebody belongin’ to him.” 

“But I've waited too long, I guess,” 
he'd say. “Nobody’d take to me now, 
a wild man o° the woods like me.” 

He'd smile and sigh at the same time, 
with that lovable gentleness that be- 
longed to him in spite of his grizzled, 
weather-beaten face. 

“Do you think,” he'd say, lighting 
his pipe and holding his hands so as 
to half hide his face, “do you think 
there be's any old spinsters, or widow- 
women, down there In Toronto who'd 
be willin’ to stake out a claim up here 
with @ feller like me? I guess not, 
eh?" 

Iils face would brighten when we 
assured him there were plenty of 
unmarried ladies who would be only 
too glad to have him. He smiled al- 
ways, but he didn’t believe it, and 
neither did we. He had waited too 
long. 

“There was one time here,” he sald 
once, “I had an! ambition to board up 
the floor, but I never done It.” 

Two-inch cracks between the squared 
spruce logs which now separate John 
from the bare earth make his shack a

of the dead grasshoppers. Most com- 
monly they were burned, though some 
more enterprising agriculturists turned 
& portion of them to account as poultry- 
feed. They found that the hens liked 
them exceedingly; for it is a fact that 
&@ grasshopper is to a hen what a can- 
vasback duck !s to a human epicure— 
the very choicest and most esteemed 
of delicacies. 

Hence the fdca which is now being 
developed on a commercial scale. The 
grasshoppers, after being killed by the 
hopperdozer, are left In winrows in the 
fields, where they are soon dried. When 
they have been exposed to the sun for 
&@ sufficient time to reduce them to a 
Properly desiccated condition they are 
gathered up with rakes, shoveled into 
carts, and conveyed to a shed, where 
they are put {nto a preas somewhat re- 
sembling an ordinary cheese-press, and 
converted into solid bricks, - 

The bricks are shipped in quantities 
to poultry-ralsers, who find this new 
kind of hen-provender most satisfac- 
tory, and they are anxious to get more 
of{t. Apparently, it Is a great encour- 
ager of egg-production. 

It is not necessary to grind the bricks 
Yefore feeding the stuff to the chick- 
ans, but merely to break them into 
ané soften With water.

‘Wind and Temperature. 

The wind does not affect the ther- 
mometer, as any one may find out for 
himself by a simple test. Take two 
dry bulb thermometers of exactly the 
same kind and hang one of them where 
it wlll be exposed to the wind and the 
other where it will be sbeltered—say, 
on two sides of the corner of the house 
—and after allowing them to hang 
thus for a few guinutes you will find 
that they register the same. And yet 
the person who stands near the ther 
mometer that hangs in the wind will 
feel the cold more sensibly than the 
person who stands near the sheltered 
one. 

The wind is simply alr fn motion, 
and air In motion is ho colder than the 
same air in a state of rest. We feel 
colder In the wind simply because its 
Diowing over us takes the heat away 
from the body by causing 2 more rap- 
id evaporation from the skin. There is 
ho evaporation from the dry bulb of a 
thermometer, and therefore the wind 
does not affect it.

Queer Facts About Orchids. 


HE life of an orchid hunter com- 
TT Dines in Itself all the most senza- 
tional features of exploration in 
untrodden districts, often Infested 
by ferocious beasts and by even more 
savage natives, and in many cases 
highly malarious and disease inden. 
The rarer orchids are generally found 
in the most inaccessible spots, and in 
the Gensest and most marshy jungles. 
Even the natives avoid the districts 
into which the intrepid orchid. hunter 
penetrates In search of his floral quar- 
TY. 

A few years ago eight orchid hunters 
met at Tamatave, and then separated 
in search of specimens. Within a year 
only one of them survived, and he had 
spent months in the most pestilential 
swamps, from which he emerged with 
his health permanently impaired. One 
of the others had been captured by na- 
tive priests, who drenched him with oil 
and burned him to death on their altar. 

The expense of collecting the orchids 
and getting them at last into the sales- 
room is very great. For example, a fine 
orchid is found in a very out of the 
way part of Colombia. After being 
gathered the plants are wired te sticks 
and nalied inside boxes. These boxes 
are conveyed on a journey of several 
days to Bogota, whence another six 
days’ journey takes them to Honda, 
where they are placed on rafts and 
conveyed down the Magdalena River 
to Savanilla—a fortnight’s journey — 
where the steamer is awaited. 

When at last, after a heavy outlay, 
the consignment reaches England, quite 
half the specimens will be dead, and in 
many cases the whole of them will be 
too far gone for recovery. The orchid 
importer has always to be prepared for 
heavy losses. 

Twenty-seven thousand valuable 
plants were sent home on one occasion 
from Colombia by Mr. Roezl, and of 
these only two survived the voyage. 
They were sold for 40 guineas each— 
not a high price when one considers 
what they had cost. 

Until the plant flowers Its value is 
purely speculative. Its species is in 
most cases readily determined, but it 
may present some variation which will 
gteatly enhance its value. For example, 
a certain orchid with a purple bloom 
may be worth about five shillings, but 
an example of the same species with 
white flowers will realize £100 at auc- 

nm. The value of a plant depends 
upon its rarity and novelty even more 
than upon Its beauty. 

Many years ago an orchid, of quite 
new and unknown species, arrived in 
the packing in which some foreign 
plants were sent he:ne. No one knew 
where & came from, and for a long 
while it continued unique. Orchid 
gunters sought cverywhere for it, but 
aot till seventy years later was it 
found. 3 

Another orchid arrived In 1854 with- 
out any known picce of origin, and, 
notwithstanding porsistent search, its 
native habitation has not been found 
yet. 

Some years ago two orchids were 
found in the Zoological Gardens on a 
heap of rubbiah. They came in the 
packing with zome South American 
monkeys, but thelr place of origin hes 
not yet been discovered.—“Harms. 
‘worth Magazine.”

A®a Portuguese Bull-Fight. 


T was lo b¢ & very great event— 
twelve bulla were to make thelr 
entry, and some famous Spanisk 
‘Dull-fighters were to prove their 
prowess, and the King was to be 

there, and Portugal's handsome Queen. 

Out along the white, dusty roads, on 
past the outskirts of the town where 
olives and fig-treea peeped over the 
stone walls, and occasional palms 
reared their tall stems—all hurry, rush 
and bustle, until at last the open dusty 
Plain was reached, and before us, like 
& modern Coliseum, rose the great, 
Massive arena of the Bull Ring. 

How like the Coliseum, though, in 
weak architecture, was the building: 
and all the mass of sightseers pressing 
on to their different corridors—the poor 
to the sunny side, the richer to that In 
shade. 

Inside were the great arcades under 
the arches, and the wide filghta of steps 
to the various tlers of seats or rows of 
boxes, 

Up we went to where our ticket told 
me was the fauteull allotted to us 
(No, 106, first “fila’), a good position 
We s?w as we entered the tier, and at 
a “coup d’oell” the whole vast arena’ 
was before us. Beneath was the level 
ring where Toro would appear; on our 
left the King’s box, a Mauresque cano- 
py in blue and gold, and draped in red 
and gold velvet. On our right and left, 
on this shady side of the arena, the 
boxes are hung with bright draperies 
of blue, gray, and yellow, setting off 
the gay dresses of the ladies fanning 
themselves in the boxes with tiny little 
Portuguese fans, 

At last a roar goes up from some 15,- 
000 throats—the arena will hold 20,000, 
but it is not packed—and then exactly 
opposite us enter all the toreadors—that 
is, all who take part In the fight. Ca- 
vallieros (or picadors, as the Spanish 
call them), bandarilhelros, furcados, 
and the assistants dressed In rich Geor- 
sian costume—in red and bdlue satin 
and velvet, with plumed flat hats. 

Two cavaliers mounted upon two 
magnificent steeds, very unlike the 
wretched animals ridden into the ring 
to be slaughtered at a Spanish bull- 
Oght; a dozen bandarilheiros and a 
fozen furcados and the assistants, al; 
in thelr gay costumes, make a brilliant 
show on the smooth arena. The crazh 
of music, the roar of the populace, and 
the brilliant spectacle send the Portu- 
guese blood to fever heat; and quickly, 
after salutations to the King or Presl- 
dent, all the toreadors retire and one 
horseman enters alone. A signal is 
given, the doors are thrown open, and 
in rushes @ fine black bull. Like an 
arrow he makes for the horseman, who 
leaps aside; but Toro is after him, and 
chases him round the ring. With a 
deft movement, just as the bull’s horns 
nearly reach the ‘horse's flanks, the 
cavalier swerves and plants a dart tn 
the bull's shoulders; the matadora ruzh 
in, and distract the bull'n attention 
with thelr red cloaks. The bull no 
longer cares for horse or man; the red 
rag is his enemy, and he goes for it, 
and tosses and paws it and tramples on 
it until it fs snatched from him, and a 
bandarfheiro stands: before him, 
watches him; and leaps aside when 
Toro tries to toss him. 

At last. maddened, the bull rushes at 





} his tormentor, who races to the bai- 
| rier of the arena, but halts there; and 
{at the moment the bull's horns seem 
| to tcuch him, plants hia two decorated 
| darts well in the bull's shoulders and 
j leaps the barrier. But the bull leaps 
after him—half his black body 1s over: 
some of the assistants leap Into the 
arena at the safast side; but Toro falis 
and falls back inside the arena, to atart 
to hfs feet again and rush for the mata- 
dors, who advance with their cloaks to 
draw him toward them. 

It is these red cloaks that prove how 
dull is Toro in hin rage. The matador 
| holds the red cloak at arm's length, the 
oull rushes at it—never at the man 
holding it—and the’ matadors pass the 
cloak over his head as he strives to gore 
it; the bull turns and goes for it again, 
seemingly oblivious that a man is mov- 
Ing it. Very agile and dexterous are 
the rmatadors; but there seems no dan- 
‘er to them, so wholly fs the bull oc- 
@upied with the cloak. 

Not ao the bandarilhelros. To face a 
rushing bull even with padded horns 
until hia hot breath js in your face, and 
his horns lowered for the toss; to plant 
darts acarcely two feet long in his 
shoulders, and Jeap'aside ere the toss 
1 given, is a feat of courage, great 
‘ ewiftneas and agility; and mighty is the 
{ shout from the vant crowd when thir 
is done deftly and neatly, and the barbs 





tick well in the bull's tough hide. As 
the bulls get tired out with their tor- 
mentors, a group of elght or ten tame 
bulls, with long tube-like bells, are let 
into the arena. These encircle the wild 
bull that at once is tamed; and these 
trained bulla trot him out of the circle 
to his den, and « fresh bull is then In- 
sroduced.—Jazses Baker in “Ainslee’s

Lions are also ob-- 
tulned from | Abyssinia’ and © Senegal, 
Formerly the Atins mountains furnish- 
ed the Anest ons, but the species now 
ho longer exists except a few spect- 
mens in menngeries, Adult Nubian 
lions are worth $1,000 aplece, while 
Senegal Hons range in price from $500 
to $750. : 

Tigers vary In price from $375 to $1,- 
$00 aplece and more, according to the. 
yaricty and rarity of ttie animal.  8i- 
berian tigers, for instance, sell at the 
latter figure. They are large, beauti- 
fully striped creatures. In the~winter 
they grow a long, woolly winter cont. 
Some full grown tigers are captured in 
pitfalls, but most specimens of” these 
animals are cangbt while small cubs 
and ralsed on milk. 

The bippopotamus, the rhinoceros 
and the giraffe are difficult to secure. 
It Is practically Impossible to capture 
a full grown beast of these species, and 
the young ones are han! to rear. A 
baby hippopotamus will drink thirty 
pints of milk a day and a baby rhi- 
noceros almost as much. Thus It re- 
quires the presence of a large herd of 
goats In the wilderness to supply. milk 
for such creatures. A bippopotamus fs 
worth from $2,500 to $3,000, a rfilnoc 
eros slightly more, while giraffes sell at 
$2.00 or more, according to size, age 
and condition.

. Glass Ceiling of Commons. 


Gevernment Yields Point on Safety Aids 
Wor Trainmen—Text of the Amend- 
ment to Save Life—Passenger Rate of 
Two Cente Per Mile on Railways 
Freposed in the House But Voted 
Dew, 


Ottawa, July 10:—One of the glass 
squares which form the ceiling of the 
Commons Chamber. caine crashing 
down while the House was in ses- 
sion yesterday afternoon, and Mr. 
John McGowan of Centre Welling- 
ton, ‘who sat immediately bencath, 
had a narrow escape from death. 

An cmploye carrying a pail of ico 
to place in a ventilating pipe was 
the cause of tho accident. Me trip- 
ped and fell, and suddenly there was 
Precipitated into the chamber a pail 
of ice and some thirty or forty glass 
prisms, 

There Was several intense seconds, 
as the roof seemed to fairly rain 
glass over the head of Mr. McGow- 
an, but it glanced off his forehead, 
leaving him half stunned and bleed- 
ing. 

The employe had his hands badly 
laccrated, but, was able to draw 
himself up again. For fifteen min- 
utes the proceedings of the House 
Were informally suspended. 

Mr. McGowan was Ied out of tho 
chamber. His wound was attended 
to and half an hour later he was 
back in his seat in the House, 

Side-Ladders For Box Cars. 

When the House went into commit- 
tee on the Railway Commission Bill 
last night, when the clause and Mr. 
Ingram’s amendment were called, Mr. 
Ingram said that the Minister of La- 
bor and Mr. Hali and himself had 
agreed to a clause on the lines of 
Mr. Ingrawn’s. Thereupon Mr. Suth- 
crland got up and moved the follow- 
ing clause, which was unopposed, and 
is now incorporated in the Railway 
Act: 

All box freight cars boflt in Cana- 
da, for use on Canadian railways. 
after the passing of this act, shall 














be provided with the following  at- 
tachinents for the security of  rail- 
Way employes, viz.: 

(a) Outside ladders, or two of 


diagonally opposite ends, and sides 
of each car, projecting below the 
frame, the ladders being placed close 
to the ends and sides tp which they 
are attached. 





(bd) 210nd grips placed anglewisc 
over the ladders of cach box car and 
8o arranged as to assist persons in 
climbing on tho roof by means of the 
ladder. “4 

All cars built prior to the passing 
of this act shall be fitted with such 
attachments on or before Dec. 31, 
1905, provided that if there should, 
at any time, be any other improved 
side attachment, which, in the opin- 
jon of the board, is better calculated 
to promoto the safety of the train 
hands, then the board may = require 
any of such cars not already fitted 
with the side attachments first mon- 
tioned to be fitted with said ~in- 
proved attachments. < 

‘Twe Cents a Mile 

Mr. W. F. Maclean moved an 
amendment, in’ the form of a sub- 
clause, enacting that the masfmum 
passenger tariff’ on the railroads of 
Canada shall not exceed two cents 
a mite. 

A keen discussion ensued, but the 
amendment was declared lost. 

After considerable debatq clause 
279 was finally amended so that the 
commission may make regulations 
that any person or company making 
false classifications shall in, addi- 
tion to the regular tolls be Hable to 
tho railway for fifty per cent. addi- 
tional to the regular charges.

A CONFERENGE ON POWE 


Talks Question and Decides to 
Form a Union of Municipalities. 








Committees Named to Secure Information 
and Take the Necessary Steps For 
Organization—Chairman Sayder, in His 
Address, Reviewed the Situation, and 
Advised Buying Pewer Delivered at 
Their Limite—85 Per Horse Power. 


Berlin, July 10.—A conference was 
held yesterday to consider what ac- 
tion should be taken under the re- 
cently passed Provincial Power Act.

Interviewed Companies. 


Mr. Snyder addressed the meeting. 
He outlined the scope of the bill and 
said he had interviewod the power 
compantes, one of which claimed to 
be able to deliver power in a year, 
and it was not up to the municipal- 
itis to go together. The Dill, he 
sald, gave these options: : 

1. For the municipalities to devel- 
op, transmit and distribute power, 
through a commission appointed by 
Justices, 

2. To buy the power at Its source, 
transmit and distribute, also under a 
similar commission. 

3. To buy power delivered at their 
limits and distribute it among the 
consumers, In this case the muni- 
cipality will clect Its own commis- 
sion. 





Bestto Buy Poyer. 


Under clauses 1 and 2 municipal 
corporations Will have to do their 
own financing, and it is a question 
if they mre ready to do so. It seems 
they are hardly ready for this step. 
Personally he thought it best to buy 
the power and do the distributing. 

Mr. Snyder gave some interesting 
figures gleaned from the engincer's 
report made to tho Niagara Power 
Commission, Toe claims that trans- 
mixsion of electricity by duplicate 
lines can be. made at $3,600 a mile. 
‘To reach all these western corpora- 
tions about 200 miles yould have to 
be covered: "This would mean a cost 
of $720,000. Add to that about 
$160,000 for right of way, and the 
total cost will he close onto $1,000,- 
600. The engineer who gave theac 
figures designed tho successful trans- 
mission line from California to Colo- 
rado, 

Allowing for the cost of mainten- 
ance annually, and distributing 20,- 
OMY horse-power, the ontire cost 
would be met by selling power at 
#5 per horse-power and paying off 
the Indebtedness in 20 years. 

In carrying out the work under tho 
third plan, which he considers most 
reasonable, it would be well ta ap- 
toint a committee of five, whore 
‘ it will he to merge the various 
municipalitics into a group,

Luapponi had declared his fear that 
there was no hope, but that the end 
iuight come during the night. 

The news of the sudden relapse of 
the Pope, the consultation of | phy- 
sicians and the alarming bulletin, 
which followed, was an unexpected 
thunder in what had ‘already be- 
come in the public feeling an un- 
clouded aky. The idea now prevails 
that this brings to a definite end all 
of the bright hopes which were cher- 
ixhed this morning. 

Prof. Rossoni went through 
mokt careful examination of the  il< 
lustrious patient, employing again 
what is known as the baceli system.

“THE FRIEND OF ENGLAND.” 


President Loubet Su Declares For France 
—Kads His Vislt—Escorted te the 
Train by Kieg Edward. 


London, July 10.—President Lou- 
bet’s visit to London was brought 
to a close at 8.40 o'clock yesterday, 
when he left the Victoria Station 
for Dover. ‘The scenes and incidents 
of his departure testified to how tho’ 
Republican President had captured 
all classes and won the popular good 
will. As M. Loubet’s carriage drew 
up at the station, King Edward ad- 
vanced with outstretched hand, and, 
taking the President familiarly by 
the arm, led him through tho wait- 
ing-room to the royal car. His Ma- 
jesty stood chatting with him until 
the train pulled out, amid cheers, 
mingled with the strains of “‘The 
Marscillaise,*’

bet embarked on the French crulser, 
Guichen, and the vessel sailed at 
once for Calais, escorted by a Brit- 
ish torpedo flotilla and followed by 
farewell salutes from the fleet and 
castle, Thefore his departure the 
Vresident telegraphed to King Ed- 
ward, thanking him for the hearty 
reception accorded him ‘‘as the re 
presentative of France, the friend of 
England.”* 

At Calais the President was given 
a great reception, and in re 
plying, said his visit to London 
had given him the ouportunity of 
discovering once more that greater 
justice was done to France abroad 
than she did to herself at home. The 
impression which he had brought 
back was profoundly satisfactory, 
and he {elt patriotic joy in proclaim- 
ing it. aloud. 

King Edward's reply to President 
Loubct’s telegram was as follows : 
The kind words of your telegram 
touched me greatly. We aro all de 


lighted that your visit pleased you. - 


It is my most ardent destre that the 
reapproachment of our two countries 
should be lasting. 
Edward the Peacemaker. 

London, June 10.—At the Pilgrim’s 
Club luncheon to the visiting Ameri- 
can officers at tho Carlton Club yes- 
terday afternoon, Vico-Admiral Lord 
Charles Beresfor in proposing the 
toast of ‘The King,’ said ho be- 
lieved the day was coming ‘when 
King Edward would be known as 
“Edward the Peacemakor,’" Lord 
Beresford then toasted ‘'President 
Roosevelt"? in a culogistic speech.

“ig good method of keeping" up: tho 
interest of boys and girls in mathe- | 
matics is to explain to them ¢casy, 
arithmetical tricks which they can 
readily perform for themselves, says 
The Open Court. A very simple card, 
jek, which appears quite wonderful 
tH the uninitiated; is as follows: 
“Gen cards from ace to ten are laid 
order in a row, beginning at tho 
t and with thelr faces down. Tho 
‘ormer of the trick announces that 
he will tell the number of the cards 
which may be moved by one of the 
company from the right to the left and 
fn addition pick up the card bearing 
this number. As we wish to explain 
the trick,we will play with the faces 
of the cards upward; and the original 
order (when uncovered) will be this: 

1098766 43 221 

The magician then leaves the room 
and some one who wishes to test the 
extraordinary accomplishment of his 

ng friend transfers a few cards in 

eir regular order from the right side 

the left. Let four cards be moved, 
then the new order will be this: 

438 21109 8 7 6 6 

You will at once see that the four- 
spot has become the first card of the 
row. The-first card tells the number 
of the cards moved. Accordingly the 
young performer lifts up the first card, 
and seeing that it is a four-spot de- 
clares, “four cards have been moved.” 
The art of the magician consists in 
giving the impression that he knows 
the card before he picks it up, and the 
discovery of the position of the four- 
spot fs only an additional proof of his 
omniscience. He goes out again, 
knowing beforehand that whatever 
number of cards may be moved from 
the right side to the left the card 
which bears the number will always 
be found in the last position of the 
ten-spot, which at present is the next 
place after the four cards transposed 
in the first move, f.e., in the fifth 
place. If no card !s moved, the ten- 
spot will remain in:its place and be 
picked up as a sign that all ten cards, 
or none at all, which means the same 
thing, have been moved. But suppose 
that three cards bave been moved, 
then the three will be in the sft? 
place:

The place of the card showing the 
number of cards moved will always 
be “one plus the total number of 
moves,” and {t Is a matter of course 
that only units count. 

After the second move the card to 
be taken In will be 1x4x3—8, and sup- 
posing that five cards are now moved 
the five will appear in the eighth 
place. Thus we may continue, and 
the uninitiated will wonder what 
trick is at the bottom of the perform- 
ance, which is notHfing but a very 
simple example in addition. 

Andther trick, which may be called 
“mind reading,” {Is also the work of 
simple arithmetic. 

Bupppose you request a person to 
think of any number from 1 to 15 and 
to point out to you the rows in which 
his number occurs fn the following 
scheme:

You will at once know the number 
which the person has in mind when he 
tells you in which horizontal rows it 
occurs, for all you have to do is to 
add together the first three numbers 
of these rows.

Spiders Make iMalivon Voyager, 

The spider {s a born aeronaut ant 
makes ascensions that sometimes car- 
ry him far out to sea. During his 
voyage around the world in the ship 
Beagle the naturalist Darwin gave 
particular attention to the spider and 
his airship, This last consisted of a 
strand of web allk, and the insect— 
in this case a tiny red gossamer spider 
one-tenth of an inch long—came 
aboard in great numbers while the 
Beagle was sailing sixty miles from 
land. The threads of silk which they 
used in thelr acrial voyage was two 
and sometimes threo feet in length, 





while they themselves were so light 
that they were able to voyage about 
on the heat waves that rose from the 
water on a warm day. 

Companies of several thousand— 
Male, female and young—would ap- 
cear in the Beagle's rigging, and im- 
mediately upon arriving they would 
Grink thirstily of any water that 
could be come at. The sharp-eyed 
Charles Darwin thought that this 
thirst was caused not so much by the 
sail ocean alr as by thelr passing 
through the dry, rarefied upper reg- 
fons of the atmosphere, showing that 
they sailed at considerable heights ja 
their voyages.

Weithing a Field of Tarnips, 

The English farmer makes use of 
mathematics in lis work, says a Lon- 
don paper. Suppose, for.example, that 
he wishes to know the weight of his 
turnip crop while it 1s still in the 
ground, which is sometimes a matter 
; of importance, a simple calculation 
. will give him the information. 
It is the custom in England to plant 
Fibre Cases, Club Bags, Shawl Straps, etc turnips in ridgea twenty-elght inches 
apart; this makes ninety ridges to the 
acre. The farmer selects a row where 
the crop scems about the average and 
pulls up all the turnips in a measured 
yard of the row and weighs them. 

Assuming that they weigh 
pounds, a simple calculation shows 
that the crop averages a little more 
than twenty-elght tons to the acre. If 
] they weigh eleven pounds, the average 
| will be about thirty-one tons to the

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HOUSEHOLD HINTS 


Peel. and core two and a half pounds 
of apples, chop one pound of onfons 
very finely, and one pound of stewed 
raisins. Boll all together with two 
quarts of best vinegar for two hours, 
then add a-quarter of a pound of 
powdered ginger, one pound of coarse 
sugar, two teaspoonfuls of cayenne 
pepper, quarter of a pound of salt, one 
pound and a half of mustard seed. 
Mix the ingredients well together, and 
the chutney is fit for use at once. 

Take the smallest onions that can 
be got. They must be quite ripe and 
dry. Be careful not to use a steel 
knife in peeling them, or their color 
will be spoiled. Take off the two out- 
er akins with a silver knife. Put the 
onjons as fast as they are ready into 
perfectly dry jars, and cover them 
with cold vinegar and two spoonfuls 
of all-spice and two spoonfuls of pep- 
per to each quart of vinegar. Tie 
them down closely. In a few weel# 
they will be ready. 

Prick three pounds of small toma- 
toes with a sliver fork and lay in « 
deep preserving pan, sprinkling salt 
over each layer, cover closely and al- 
low them to stand for three days.

Curious Bits of News...

Matthew J. Steffens, a Chicago pho- 
tographer, has Invented and patented 
an automatic “nickel-In-the-slot" pho- 
tographing machine which will make a 
complete picture in twenty seconds. 
The machine is called the “photo- 
Graphist,” and {s as simple as It Js re- 
markable. It js the first automatic 
picture-making machine which has 
been perfected in the world, and Mr, 
Steffens looks for large results from 
the invention. He will not manufac- 
ture and sell the machines himself, but 
will sell the right or franchise for the 
different States and cities to Individ- 
ual companies which will place them 
on the market. He has already sold 
several “rights* in New York and 
elsewhere. 


Tt Is hard ¢o reviize that the boot- 
black is an invention of the last half- 
century, yet he !s now celebrating, In 
London, the fiftieth anniversary of his 
appearance. He came upon the scene 
in 1851, the year of the great exhibi- 
tion In London, the first of the “world's 
fairs." The city was full of visitors 
from all parts of the world, and the 
Problem of the street arab was a ser- 
fous one, Mr. Macgregor of the {a- 
mous Rob Roy canoe, suggested that 
the boys be organized Into a great 
doot-blacking brigade, and he himself 
made the firat box for holding the 
“kit.” the model of those still In use. 
Idlers Jeered the boys at first, and 
sometimes stoned them, but the public 
found their services so conventent that 
the trade soon became profitable. 


An annual Increase of Income in 
three Western States alone of over $22,- 
000,000 from Improvement of the wheat 
crop—this fs What Is belng accom- 
Pilshed by the work of experimental 
wheat-breeding now carried on at the 
Minnesota Agricultural Station. This 
work and {ts results are described in 
the “World's Work” (May) by W. 8. 
Harwood, The work of wheat-breed- 
ing, he says, was begun in France 
many years ngo by M. Henri Vilmor- 
In, more than a thousand new wheats 
having been tested by him. Ten years 
ago aimilar work was begun at the 
State institution In Minnesota. Mr, 
Harwood writes: “To create a new 
wheat, the pollen from the flower. of 
one wheat must be artificially trans- 
ferred to the stigma of the flower of 
another wheat. Wheat Is a self-fer- 
tillzing plant. Left to itself, it will re- 
Produce Itself throughout endleas cen- 
turles. Great care Is neceasapy in the 
work, and trained men are essential. 
As soon aa the pollen is transferred— 
which is done about four o'clock In the 
morning, at the hour when the wheat 
Morets open—the head of wheat Is en- 
cased In a tissue sack so that the work 
may not be interfered with by any pil- 
fering insect or bird. Two of the best- 
known varieties are selected, one for 
the father, the other for the mother of 
the new race. When the harvest comes 
It may be that the new wheat has 
some of the poor and few of the good 
sharacterlstics of the parents; or the 
reverse may be the case. It is impos- 
sible to say In advance what the new 
wheat will be. From the single head 
which results as the firat harvest, only 
a handful of kernels is threshed out. 
This handful !s of immense importance, 
for these kernels may become the 
Source of a mighty race, destined not 
only to supplant the old wheats, but 
to add enormously to the wealth of the 
world,”

line of railway or any portion there- 
of, to bo the property of the Gov- 
crnment, between the city of Monc-

It is provided, however, that the 
asroement shall only take effect after 
sanction of the shareholders. There 
Will be added to the clause of the 
LIN designating the route of the G.

“The Pontiff! had several hours’ re- 
pose, Dr. Lapponi resting near him 
throughouf® the night. The physician 
twice administered injections to him, 
once of digitalis to strengthen the 
heart, and another of caunphor-caffe- 
ine to overcome the patient's grow- 
ing depression. Yesterday morning 
found the Pontift with spirits bright 
and the conditions gencrally improv- 
ed. Dr. Mazzoni joined his associate 
at 8.30 a.m., and after a brief con- 
ference issued the most encouraging 
official bulletin thus far given. 

The pulse, which went down Satur- 
day to 82, had risen to 86, while the 
temperature and respiration: showed 
no abnormal characteristics.

Johi Douglas Armour,of the Supreme 
Court of Canada, and a member of 
the Aluskan b ry co ission, 
who had been criticaly-if! for some 
timo and recently suffered 9 relapse, 
dind at the Bandon residence of his 
son Saturday morning. 
Sketch of Mis Career, 


John Douglas Armour was the son 
of the Rev. Samucl Armour, a 
clergyman of the Anglican Church, 
and ‘Was born at Otonabee, Peter- 
boro County, on the 4th of May, 
1830. After passing through the 
local schools and Upper Canada Col- 
lege, he took a brilliant course at 
the University of Toronto, winning 
two scholarships and the gold medal 
in classics, on his graduation in 
1850, 

Ile was called to the bar threo 
Years later after studying law with 
his brother, the late Robert Armour, 
and with the late Chancellor Van- 
kKoughnet. He began practice at Co- 
bourg with the late Hon. Sydnocy 
Smith, and afterwards formed 2

YANKEES 1, BRITAIN 2. 


Canada Was Third in the Grand Aggregate 
With m Scere of 1318-—Seme of 
the Details. 


Bisley, England, July 13.—The 
United States Saturday recaptured 
tho Palma Trophy. Her team scored 
an aggregate of 1,570 out of a pos- 
sible 1,800, and beat all the best 
shots of Europe, South Africa, Aus- 
tralia and Canada, congregated for. 
the first time on English soil to 
compete for this trophy. 

Great Britain was second with 1,- 
555; Canada third, with 1,518. 

The other grand aggregates vere: 
Australia, 1,501; Natal, 1,399; Nor- 
way, 1,241; France, 1,230, 

“Tho weather conditions were favor- 
able, though the heat was terrific. 
The shooting of 800 yards resulted 


as follows: United Kingdom, 554; 
United States, 551; Canada, 536; 
Natal, 513; Norway, 441; France, 


A41; Australia, 518. 

The Canadians’ scores at 800 yards

Delegates Protest Against Invas- 
ion by Federal Government. 








Bails of the Argument Againat the Prine 
ciple of Declaring Farely Local Un- 
dertakings te Be Yor the General Ad- 
vantage of Casada—Parliament Should 
Yiret Be Satisfel by Actual Proof 
That Such Declaration Ie Trae

Ottawa, July 15.—A strong: pro- 
test oars Oe dey provin- 
cial rights by t! “ederal Govern- 
inent was made yesterday afternoon 
by a largt-delegation from the Un- 
jon of Canadian municipalitics, 
which was received in the office of 
the Minister of Finance by Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, Sir William Mulock, 
Ilon. Mr. Fielding and Hon. Mr, 
Paterson, Among those present 
were: Hon. R.- Prefontaine, Messrs. 
E. F. Clarke, G. B. Osler, D. A. 
Lancaster, Sam. Barker (Hamilton), 
and A. Campbell. 

The protest was made on the ap- 
plication of tho ‘Toronto and Hamil- 
ton Railway Company for a charter 
for the construction of a line of clec- 
tric railway between the two cities 
named, the. incorporators allegin 
that the work was ‘‘for the gonered 
advantage of Canada,”’ which, under 
the British North America Act, 
would place it under Dominion juris- 
diction as soon as the Dominion Par- 
Mament declared such work to be for 
Canada’s general advantage. 

Basis of Argument. 


‘The representatives of over a scoro 
of lending Canadian municipalities, 
based their protest against the prin- 
ciple involved in this and othor bills 
on the following propositions: 

“That undertakings entirely pro- 
vincial and ‘essentially for local or 
municipal purposes should*not be ro- 
moved from provincial and municip- 
al control by mere declaration that 
such work are for the general advan- 
tage of Canada. 

“That no such declaration should 
be made in any caso until the Gov- 
ernment and Parliament aro satis- 
fied by actual proof that the declar- 
ation is true. 

“That all the strect railways cr 
tramways or electric railways con- 
ttructed and operated wholly or in 
part through tho strovts or highways 
of s municipality are essentially of a 
local character and should be left 
under the jurisdiction of the local 
Legislatures and municipalities. 

“That the Local Legislatures have 
hitherto dealt with the incorporation 
of such railway companies and have 
provided safeguards for the con- 
struction and operation of such rail- 
ways and their righta so to do 
should nut bo interfered with.'’ 

The declaration was signed by 
Acmilius Irving, acting on this occa- 
sion for the Attorney-General of On- 
tario; W. D. Lighthall, honorary acc- 
retary, Union of Canadian Municipal- 
ities; James Cochrane, Mayor of 
Montreal; ‘Thomas Urquhart, Mayor 
of Toronto; James S. Fullerton, 
Corporation Counsel of Toronto, and 
numerous other representatives — of 
uumicipalities from all parts of the 
Dominion,

FEDERAL PGWER SUPREME. 
Provincial Statute Declared Ultra Viree 
by the Mrivy Counell.

Judge John L. Hall, of Macon, one 
of the South’s ablest lawyers, is here 
attending the Supreme Court. 

All efforts to interview him on the 
Boers, the Philippines or the unspeak- 
able Turk failed, but he told this 
story with great effect: 

When war was declared against 
Spain the darkies became greatly agi- 
tated because there was talk of pat- 
ting them to the front to fight the 
Spaniards, They offered all sorts of 
amusing excuses for not enlisting.

Few housekeepers know, however, that 
mice will not go near a trap unless it 
fs thoroughly scalded and aired after 
every three or four captures. 

Paris green will effectually destroy, 
roaches and Croton bugs. It should 
be sprinkled sparingly around the 
places they frequent. . Cloride of lime 
gill also keep away water bugs. 

Borax is an enemy to red ants. It 
Is very difficult to get rid completely 
of these little pests once they bave ir- 
Faded a house. 

Many housekeopers keep them out of 
refrigerators by placing each leg of 
the refrigerator in a saucer of water. 
The water must be renewed each day, 
before it evaporates, and will prove an 
effectual barrier to armys of red ants, 
; Bedbugs are the bane of cvery wo- 
man’s existence. The advent of the 
fron bed has done much to help rid 
houses of them, but still they will 
gather in carpets, closets and wood- 
work unless carefully watched. This 
{s especially true of apartment houses, 

Clean water and & 
proper mixture is the 
secret of keeping 
glass brilliant. 

If mirrors are very 
dull and speckled, the following fluid 
ts excellent: Take a small portion of 
whiting and add sufficient cold tea to 
make a paste; rub the specks from tho 
glasses’ surfaces with warm tea, dry, 
swith a soft cloth; rub a little of tho 
paste well on the mirror and polisif 
dry with tissue paper. Stains and fin- 
ger marks may by removed from & 
fooking-glass by rebbing with a soft 
cloth wet with aleohol. 

Discolored ivory may be restored to 
{ts original whiteness by soaking it in 
mater and while wet inclosing it In a 
glass jar nd exposing it to the strong 
rays of the sun. Repeat the process 
mntll the fvory Is bleached. 

* China which has become discolored 
should be treated to a thorough scour- 
ing with coal ashes. 

Marble is best cleaned with the fol- 
fowlng mixture: Four tablespoonfuls 
of baking soda, two of pumicestone 
and (wo of precipitated chalk. Add 
water until these ingredients are of a 
paste consistency. Rub preparation on 
marble, then wash it of with tepid 
soapsuds. 

Bric-a-brac {s generally In a dingy 
condition at the end of winter. If it ts 
gummy, rub with dry salt or baking 
soda. A strong solution of ammonia 
and water will clean a plece of bric-a- 
Drac thoroughly If an old toothbrush 
is vigorously used in immersing the 
article in the solution.

CZAR GROWS HUMANE. 


Does Away With Castigation swith Cudgels 
, and Other Barbarities, 


St. Petorsburg, July 16.—The Birz- 
hevia Vodomosti says that the Czar 
hos abolished tlm harshest remnants 
of the barbaric punishments of form- 
or times, namely, Castigation with 
cudgels, and cat-o-nfne-tails, chain- 
ing to the car and shaving tho head, 
which were still intlicted for certain 
offences .on persons exiled to penal 
sottiements or to the mines. This 
form of punishment frequently soca 
in dcath by torture, 

The cudgel and the ‘‘cat’’ are ‘re 
placed in tho new statute, says the 
newspapor, by prolongation of term 
or by solitary confinement up to one 
hundred days, with bread and water, 
except every th dx hot 
food will be served at “meal. ‘The 
revised statuto of Junc 15. prescribes

That — pure-minded Pecksniffian 
journal, the Toronto Globe, has been 
working Itself Into wnother spasm of 
rightgous indignation, heedless of the 
dreadful effects of shard work in 
warm weather...

faving gained a reputation under false 
pretenses.” Let us be candid with our- 
selves, sloce the confidgnce need go no 
further. Have we really made our- 
selves familiar with English master- 
pleces? It were damning to confess Ig- 
forance of Chaucer, for example; \et 
all who have read the “Canterbury 

Tales,” to take but a portion of his 

«orks, mentally hold up thelr hands 

The resulting show might not carry an 

section ia the smallest election pre- 

sinct. 

Perhaps we have taken an unfalr 
test. Chaucer js difficult reading to 
any but tiue,scholar, and the quairt old 
words arg vapt to interfere with any 
pleasure fa the reading. Let us return, 
then, to writers of-a‘later date, whose 
anguage holds no obscurlcy of ‘orm. 
How many of us have read “The laery 
Queen” .from beginning to end? Per- 
haps some few, to whom literature is a 
profession, not a recreation; but cf the 
rest of us who so glibly discuss Ed- 
mund Spenser and his influence upon 
poetry, and who talk learnedly of the 
Spenserlan stanza, the vast majority 
are utter strangers to the works of the 
poet they praise. 

The early dramatists, again. Moxt of 
Bs are vaguely aware that Marlowe 
wrote plays‘called "The Jew of Malta” 
ard “Tamburlaine,” and a dramatic 
poem entitled “Doctor Faustus;" but 
our knowledge of him stops there.

A magazine of recent date contains 
several moderately cboknss | letters 
written by: Blackmore, for which the pub- 
lishera undoubtedly paid a good price, 
yet “Lorna Doond" was offered to cigh- 
teen publishers before it found accop 
ance. The original manuscript of -“The 
Bells,” by Poe, was considered a great 
bargain when it was purchased a few 
years ago for two hundred and seventy: 
five dollars; but “The Gold Bug,” now so 
frequently mentioned as a perfect exam: 
le of the short story, was many times re- 
Feotea. Thackeray was at first laughed 
at when he proposes having his printed 
work republished in book form. Many 
of his novels, includin “Vanity Fair, 
appeared in “Frazer’s Magazine.” Jane 
Austen was likewise unfortunate, for it 
took her ten years to find a publisher 
for her first three novels. Fielding, too, 
found difficulty In disposing of *Tom 
Jones.” Great Britain, however, did not 
contain all the unappreciative publ sh- 
ers, for Motley’s “Rise of the Dutch Re- 
public” and Mrs. Stowe’s “Uncle Tom's 
Cabin® met with ‘similar difficulties in 
America, Even Charles Dudley Warner's! 
“My Summer in a Garden” was rejected | 
by two Boston publishers. 
To come to more modern inetances, 
Archibald Olavering Gunter’a “Mr. Barnce 
of New York” was rejected by every 
ublisher in America, and England, too 
fore the author published it himself 
in a yellow paper cover, and made a for- 
tune. Many a worse book has appeared 
since in far more sumptuous binding. Dr 
Doylo’s apprenticeship lasted ten years; 
his “Micah Clarke” was declined by 
Blackwood, Bentley, Cassell and several 
other publishers before it was accepted 
by the Messrs. Longman, upon the recom: 
mendation of Andrew ng. “Johr 
Strange Winter” wrote industriously for 
six years before her first cheque—for ter 
English  shillings—came na a reward 
Clara Louise Burnham's firat two novel 
ettes were declined. Walter. Besant’s 
first manuscript was refused by severa’ 
publishers, anal was finally destroyed by 
the author in a moment of despair. Du 
vid Curistie Murray's first book met witt 
a similar fate. Darrie’s first storics hac 
all been many times rejected before int 
put them together and tried to sell ther: 
under the title “Auld Licht Idylls." Eves 
then the book manuscript leclined 
by many publishers. Edna 
"a book that made a fortune fo: 
‘as many times rejected 
“A Romance of Tw 
Worlds” was again and again refused. 
Sarah Grand's first book, “Ideals, 
was several times rejected. It was ther 
thrown into a drawer, where it remainc? 
undisturbed for seven yeara before the 
iscouraged author again offered it to ¢ 
publisher, “The Heavenly Twins” was re 
peatedly declined. That clever bit of fic 
tion, “the Tenor and the Boy,” writter 
originally as a short story, was declined 
by every publisher or magazine editor te 
whom it was offered: but as a chapter 
in “The Heavenly Twins” it created ¢ 
furore. The author has been obliged tr 
explain again and again why that chop 
tee had never appeared as a short story 
When Grant Allen first decided to write 
he produced about a hundred magazine 
articles, every one of which was prompt 
ly declined by as Ean editors, He once 
confessed, too, that it was three year+ 
from the time of the publication of one 
of his stories ina leading magazine se- 
fore he waa again successful in thas eer 
ticular quarter, Maur.ce Thompsoe =:%c¢ 
owned to having one short story that 2 
could not sell, although he had offered 
it to every important peviodical in the 
States and Canada. Even Mr. Howells’s 
first work went begging; his “Venetiar 
Life" was many times refused; and be 
too, owns to holding a manuscript that 
he once tried ia vain to sell.

THE MYSTERY OF BHOTAN, 


A Welrd Tale From The East.

had talked the matter over fot 

many a year, Snd now our 

hopes were about to be real- 

ized, as in a few days we were 
to set sail for the enchanted realms of 
the Orient. Phil was a companionable 
fellow—fearless, yet withal gentle and 
lovable. His equal could not be found 
ln a week's march. 

The object in view In taking this 
long Journey was to personally study 
the habits ofthat pecullar and an- 
clent race—the Hindus—and to gather 
specimens of fauna and flora which we, 
as acientific men, so much. desired 
to add to our respective fine collec-

We had a very successful trip with- 
out Incident until we neared the bor- 
dera of Bhotan, some three hundred 
miles distant from Calcutta. Here 
Poonjah confessed that he did not care 
to go further toward the north; said 
we could go to the east or to the west, 
or anywhere else, but not there. We 
coaxed, cajoled and entreated; but he 
stood firm. Finally, when pressed for 
his reasons for refusing to continue the 
trip into the territory which we had 
selected, he graphically portrayed to 
Us by speech articulate and pantomim- 
Ic that it was a land of evil spirits, and 
that the Bhotanese were sorcerers and 
In league with the demons of the air. If 
we insisted on golng there we would 
take our lives in our own hands. Fur- 
thermore, he personally had been 
warned away from there severals years 
ago, and was told that should he ever 
return anywhere within the borders of 
Bhotan his life would pay for his te- 
merity; that he was a marked man, 
and though he should escape the 
watchful eyes of the people, he would 
Still be in danger, for the spirits would 
seek him out and slay him. 

The vivid portrayal of Poonjah's 
feelings and fears impressed us both 
deeply. But before us were the coveted 
Orizes that thie land held, and which 
we had come so far to secure. To re- 
treat now before an imaginary foe was 
galling to our pride. We aympathizsed 
with our benighted guide, and we ar- 
gued that he belonged to a superstl- 
tous racé, and that if we could but 
prevall upon him to proceed with us 
all would be well, and we could later 
convince him of the folly of his fears. 

As we were then in an interesting 
district we let the matter drop so far 
as Poonjeh was concerned, but took it 
under advisement between ourselves 
for several days. 

Our silence upon the subject had 
about convinced our faithful guide that 
we would not attempt to go farther 
north, and he had In the meantime re- 
gained his usual happy demeanor and 
gentle composure. | 

One morning Phil suggested that we 
once more broath the subject to him. 
We could not then give up our further 
trip, and if our arguments with hiin 
should not prevail we would dismiss 
him to return to his own land, while 
we pushed on alone to the goal of our 
desires. 

“Come here, Poonjah,” sald I, as he 
was passing near our tent. “We are 
about to take up our journey to the 
northward, with or without you, as you 
please. We have thoroughly discussed 
the aituation, and while we deeply 
sympathize with you In your dread of 
this land, we cannot forego our trip 
in consequence of It. If you are afraid 
to continue we will go on alone, and 
you may-retrace your steps without 
us,” 7 

I bad unwittingly struck the keynote 
to his pride. He Ilstened’ to me In si- 
lence. When 1 had finlehed speaking 
he straightened up his lithe form, and 
in measured tones satd: 

“A Hindu ts not a coward, Poonjah 
knows no fear for himself. He can 
but die, It is for you that he has 
feared and has dared to rebel. But as 
you are determined to go, Poonjah Is 
but your slave and will go with you. 
May Buddha save you from all harm.” 

With a gracious salaam he quitted 
our presence. 

This matter being settled, we | set 
about preparing to take up our line of 
march, our destination being Tassgonz, 
the principal village of Bhotan, where 
we hoped to be hospitably received by 
the natives. 4 . 

At break of day the following morn- 
Ing we were astir, Poonjah had our 
burros ready, and not a Ilne of fear or 
hesitation was visible upon his mobile 
countenance. In fact, he appeared 
more voluble and cheerful than usual, 
and he and Phil became more attached 
than ever. 

Two days later we were upon the 
lofty table-land separating Dritish in- 
dia from Bhotan, and by another day 
we koped to be fn the latter country— 
the reputed land of cvil spirits;

Rome, July 18.—From last night's 
examinatiqgn of the Popo it appears 
that the Jiquid in the pleura remains 
at about the same level, which is 
marked with a dermographic pencil 
on the Pontift’s side.

Importance of Cleanliness. _ 

We do not intend to repeat any 
farther how. essential a feature of 
successful dairying is the observance 
of proper cleanliness, but at the ‘ast 
meeting of the Eastern Ontario 
Dairymen Dr. Connell gave forth 
some fresh figures on the question 
which afford further confirmation of 
the position held by all progressive 
dairy workers. 

e dactor gave the results of sn- 
alysis of milk taken’ from cows under 
the different conditions as to cleanli- 
ness. In one case—where the cow 
was brushed before milking, the ud- 
ders wiped, the stable kept in a 
thoroughly sanitary condition, and 
the persott of the milker © was also 
clean—the milk still showed 4,300 
bacteria to sixteen drops of milk. In 
another case milk was taken from 
cows the udders of which had been 
wiped, which: were kept in a fairly 
clean barn, that were milked into 
clean pails (but pails that had not 
been scalded), and by men whose 
hands had been wiped, but not waca- 
ed. In this case the number of bac- 
teria was 18,00. In another case, 
where cows were milked‘ under ordin- 
ary conditions which prevailed on the 
ordinary farm, the number of bacteria 
was 30,000 to sixteen drops. The bac- 
teria found in the milk taken from 
cows under the best possible condi 
tions as to cleanliness were, it is be- 
lieved, for the most part just inside 
the teat before milking begat. The 
old practice of squirting the first 
stream of milk outside the pail has a 
scientific basis to rest upon. 

Absolute cleanliness in the stable, 
tooling of the milk ufter milking, 
Sterilization of utensils by scalding, 
cool curing of cheese, and no more 
sending home of whey in milk cans, 
are pointers which may also be 
strongly insisted upon. 

In touching on the question of water 
supply, it was stated that no factory 
should be considered properly equip- 
ced that is without pure water.—The

tends, should his next child be a 
daughtcr, to publish a new Jaw of 
succession, under which, on a failure 
of suns, the eldest daughter of the 
reigning soverelgn would, as in Eng- 
land, succeed to the throne. The 
decree, it Is sald, will greatly irritate 
the princes of the imperlal _house, 
who will thus be pushed back or 


superseded, but there can bo no 
doubt.that it is within the preroga- 
tive of the czars, who have repeat- 
edly decreed rule of succession. 

The Rew scheme is, moreover, in 
full accordance with the history of 
Russia, where women have so often 
reigned, and there 18 no stagon to 
belleve that It would be uapopular.

One of the most remarkable pecull- 
arities of the lower organisms, as ex- 
hibited in seeds and other vegetable 
bodies, is the fact that they are capable 
of withstanding desiccation for very 
considerable periods without losing ca- 
pacity for germination and develop- 
ment. The vitalized crystalloids an? 
colloids which possess the .power ‘of 
assimilation and metabolism © appeat 
capable of having all uncombined wate 
remoyed by evaporation without under 
going molecular disruption by the Jos’ 
of their combined water. They ap 
pear to retain the combined water muc? 
as crystals retain water of crystalliza- 
tion. If the ordinary drying of seeds, 
corms, rhizomes and bulbs does not de- 
Stroy the integrity of their proto- 
plasm or alter the availability of their 
stored-up albumen, starch or sugar, it 


,would appoar that they should retain 


all their nutritive value, and that the 
same should hold true of most, if not 
all, vegetables used for food by man as 
well as it docs for forage crops presery- 
ed by drying. i 

It is curious that the desiccation of 
culinary vegetables should be so much 
neglected, nowadays in view of the 
universal use of dried fruits from pre- 
historic times and the practice of dry- 
ing such vegetables as the pumpkin, 
in vogue among carly New England- 
ers, in evidence of which the shiny 
pumpkin poles are still to be seen 
hanging on hooks in the ceiling in front 
of the fireplace of many an old home- 
stead. Experiments made ig Germany, 
and more recently in California, have 
























suffer no loss of nutriment, and that 
they remain savory and wholesome. 
Here is a splendid opportanity for 
the utilization and conservation of po- 
tatoes, beets, parsnips, cabbage and the 
like at the scason of their greatest 
abundance and in years of overproduc- 
tion, whereby there may be added to 
the regular supply a line of famiiat 
food concentrated so as to admit oi 
economic transportation for army fra- 
tions and for those who-cannot afford 


such fresh vegetables out of season. 
While it may pot pay to can such veg- 
etahles as we have mentioned, it would 


he a boon to many if they were put ot 
the market dried. 4 





Feed and Care of Chicks. 

So many complaints come to me 
about young chicks dying from some 
mysterious cavse that I take this op 
portunity to give my method of feeding 
and caring for them, as I have had 3¢ 
years’ experience in poultry — raising. 
While my method may not suit all, | 
have been very successiul with it my- 
self. I have fed all kinds of feed in as 
many forms and ways as 1 could in- 
vent, and found that ft is absolutely 
necessary that you iced the food in as 
near a natural state as possible. Don't 
{eed too much, for ii you do it will be- 
come sour and foul from the chicks 
tramping on it, and if they are fed sour 
food they will get indigestion; which 
is only a little longer road to death. 1 
believe that indigestion kills more 
chicks than any other cause, or at least 
this has becn my experience. The 
causes are many that bring on indiges- 
tion, and cannot be explained in the 
confines of this article, for what is the 
cause with one is not the cause with 
another.

I have had women tell me the past 
season that they lost from 350 to soa 
young chicks, antl ask me the reason 
why. From all I could gather from 





their remarks, L conclude the trouble | - 


was indigestion. It requires constant 
waitchfulness to raise chicks and make 
them profitable, I have found that to 
mix the different grzins and seeds 
makes the ideal food for both chicks 
and fowl The larger grains, such as 
corn, wheat, buckwheat, ete. must be 
ground coarse and then mixed with the 
finer grains and seeds for young chicks. 
If.chicks are kept warm and dry, fed 
plenty of this yround food have grit 
and water always before them, there is 
no reason why 90 per cent. of all chicks 
hatched should not be raised. UT have 
raised 96 per cent., and so can you.—A, 
E, Alden, in Rurst World.

Tn his bok of sailing experiences, “Decy 
Sea Vagabonds,” Albert Sonnischen, whic 
threatens to outrival Frank T. Bullen ar 
a describer of the life of the man befor« 
the mast, gives a vivid and awful account 
of his first trip around Cape Horn, thi 
roughest sea passage in the, world. 3c 
writes: 

“For two solid weeks it blew a roaring 
gale with a few rare half-hour intermis 
sions. With top-sails, foresail, mainsail 
and sometimys reefed top-zallant sais set 
we scudded before the wind at a twelve 
knot rate. Such waves I had never seen 
T gid not actually measure the distance 





between their topa; It seemed two mue+ 
but I will swear by one, anyhow. I have 
read somewhere that waves never react 
over fifty feetin height. Our rigging wa: 
over # hundred, and still when we sat or 
our royal yards and the ship waa dowr 
in the trough of a sea, we could not se 
beyond the wares before and astern o! 
us, Nor is this to be wondered at s< 
much, for in this belt, and only here 
wind and waves have the sweep of th: 
Blobe’s circumference. On would comc 
those mighty green foam-ca moun 
tains, heaving the big ship skyward, un 
til It seemed our masts must pierce the 
clouds, It was a horrible sensation, ever 
to me, who had never suffered seasick 
ness, and that sickening fear as the shij 
topped over the crest, never leaving one 
peighing in one’s bowels like a weight o! 
‘lead. Fear is located somewhere below 
the stomach, I know that, because Pheri: 
had the sensation long enough to analyz 
it thoroughly, 

“For a moment the vessel balances on 
the cresi, in a smother of foam, then 
that awful moment the stern falls, that 
sickening slant, a momentary pause, and 
then—down—down—down, into a great 
dark green abyss, so deep that the sun 
does not reach, and as we sink, the bel- 
lying saile drop listless, for even thic 
wind is cut off by the wall coming uj; 
astern, A short pause, thee pears ait 
up sgain—up—up—up, until with a rus): 
the rind aicheatibe saila again, and 
that heart-sickening roar from aft, grow 
ing—growing, until it strikes the stern 
with a smash, washing over the bul 
warks on both sides as it shoots for- 
ward. And then it begins all over again 
—the same experience. 

“At such times only the most exper- 
ienced seamen were sent to the wheel. 
and two at once, for when those cays 
strike the stern it takes muscle to hol! 
the helm. A canvas screen was raised 
abaft the wheel, so that the helmsmen 
could not glance astern, for ever. experi- 
enced seamen have been known to leave 
their post in a panic at sight of those 
gigantic combers tearing up from astern, 
as though to swallow all, and to leavo 
the wheel at such a time would mean 
instant disaster—loss of masts at lcast, 
for the ship must be kept directly-before 
the seas. The least inattention might 
cause her fo broach, and should she bo 
caught by a comber abeam, then’ would 
come her fivish. This was an experience 
we had off and on for almost two 
months, and men and officers were worn 
under the constant strain on body and 
nerves alike. But the owners wanted a 
quick passage, and then—the vessel was 
well insured.”

Care of Farm Harnesses. 

Farmers are accused of neglecting 
most things about them, and of suffer- 
ing their property to fall into decay 
for want of proper attention, at least 
by those who fancy they know the 
farmer's business better than he does 
himself; but one of the things he realiy 

does neglect is his harness and cart 
gears that are in every-day use. Farm 
harnesses are often hung in the stable | 

behind the horses, and this is, bad, be- 

cause ammonia exercises a must dam- 

aging effect on leather. Not onl} is 
no effort made to preserve the leather, 
but it is very rare that any examina- 

tion is made of the harness to sce if 

any portion of it is weak, necds repait 

or is likely to break, Generally the 

breakdown comes when there is ne 

means near at hand of repairing. ‘This 

is not purcly agricultural “luck” —it 

happens to other users of horses who 

‘do not regularly look to the sound- 

ness of their harness. With the great- 

est care there is always the liability ta 

' have harness break when drawing 
| heavy loads or working om rough 
ground, but it is not so great as when 

the harness is neglected. It is espec- 

ially bad’ policy to use harness that is 
not of the strongest for colts. I any- 
thing breaks the animal gets frighten- 
ed, there is very often a bad accident, 

and when a colt gets out of harness it 
often leaves a very lasting impression. 

“Wax to receive and marble to re- 

fain” admirably expresses the mental 
condition of the horse, especiajly where 
accidents and public houses are con- 
cerned. To prevent the leather of a 
harness from perishing, or drying ug | 
so as to crack, it should occasionally | 
be treated with neat’s foot dil, or with | 
. black harness oil sold by saddlers and 
ethers for dressing this class of gear. 

Fiarnesses need washing quite as much 

as they do oiling, for they become en- 
crusted with dry sweat, and the dust 
that.is continually settling on them | 
absorbs the leather so that it cracks, | 
letting in the water every time it is out | 
in the rain, so that it becomes rot- | 

ten. Harness should be frequently | 
taken to pieces and well washed, and, 
when nearly dry, well rubbed with 2j 
woollen tag dipped in the oil selected. | 
No more oil should be put on than will | 
be absorbed or dry in, so that wheu | 
the leather is rubbed with a dry cloth | 
it will be perfectly clean. Harnese | 
that is properly cared for will last 
twice as Icng as that which is |

human being aboard that doomed 
craft, five, ten, fifteen—ay, IT believe 
practically all the members of | the 
crew will be willing to” risk their 
lives to save that one life. I never 
yet read of a ship upon the highways 
of the sea that would not go, if pos- 
sible, to rescue the crew ofa sink- 
ing ship. 1 never yet beard of any 
captain compelling his sailors to go 
to the rescue. All that the mates 
have to do under such conditions is 
to call for volunteers and every life

HERE the = ittle 
driftwood: fire In 
front of “Bush” 
Gallagher's 

“shack” danced ft- 
fully tq the whimsl- 
cal) music of the 
west wind, the fig- 
ures of four men re- 
clined uneasily.

CONSERVATIVES GETTING READY 
Persistent rumors of a gencral 
‘Dominion election this fall are rife 
in all parts of Canada just now, and 
in many «places Conservatives “are 
already preparing for the fray. This, 
it seems to us, Is a wiso courso to 
tako, and one that might well be 
copied In Hastings County. The Con- 
servatives of Toronto will hold a great 
party demonstration In that elty to- 
wards fhe end of August. Such a 
gathering Is,'of course, of interest, 
not only to Toronto Conservatives, 
but to those of the whole Dominion. 
‘ {Whether or not the Government 
will hold an election this fall Is pro- 
blematical. There Sccms to be little 
doubt that it was the Intention jo 
hold an election before next winter. 
But ‘that was before tho resignation 
of Mr. Blair, and some aro of opinion 
that Br. Blair's resignation will tend 
strongly towards a postponement of 
such election. The Government might 
indeed well wish for time, If possible, 
to heal the shocks to which it has 
recently been subjected, but the fur- 
ther the Government goes the worse 
its record and reputation beeome, and 
the reasons Of the Government ,for 
an election this fall may be such as 
will not brook delay. . 

in the meantime, now that eleetion 
talk is in the Wir, we commend to 
our readers an attentive perusal of 
the following remarks of the Mon- 
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ing the proposed Torunto demonstra- 
tion, makes some highly pertinent and 
timely observations on the character 
and record of the Conservative party. 
They are, in part, as follows: 


“The Conscrvative polley Includes 
the improvement of the tariff .so

PORTRAITS OF CATS. 





Various Reasons Why They Are Very. 


Disicult to Paint. ; 

-in speaking of tue putting of cats 
(on Catvas a painter of them recently 
sald: “They are without doubt one of 
the most diffenit creatures to paint, 
and Iamentably. few artists make a 
success of thelr portralture, They are 
almost Impossible to keep quiet, and 
the particular fluffy ‘cattiness’ of their 
conts Is far from casy to depict In plg- 
ments. The famous cat painters are 
few, and when‘ cholce or chance dis- 
covers one he, or more often she, finds 
the gift a mine of wealth. 

“In David Brooke's well known plc- 
ture of the darky preacher at dinner 
in the Corcoran Art gallery in Wash 
ington the cat in the foreground coult 
be Induced to sit still ouly by having 
her feet glued to the floor. But satls- 
factory results as to expressign, in 
which a cat's face can be particularly 
eloquent, are not to be secured In this 
way. Those who have had reason to 
know say that even the fur of fclincs 
{is indicative, of several things. In 
health and contentment ft stands out 
fluffily from their bodies, while In fear 
or displeasure it Hes flat and lankly to 
the skin. 

“Not long since a picture was placed 
on exhibition of a cat lapping milk, 
with Its tall held high. Though the 
technique was good and the fur really 
‘furry,’ the value of the whole wa: 
practically nil, becnuse no cat has eve 
been known to eat with its tall In the 
alr, With waving talls they do Indeed 
rush toward the food, but with the 
first lap or bite down goes the caudal 
appendage Jower and lower, until with 
a full stomach it sweeps the ground 
Tn the case of young kittens it Is often 
different, however. They scramble in 
to a dish of milk with their pointed 
ratlike tails at right angles to their 
rolly poly bodies and sometimes forget 
to take down this sign of animation 
and alertness. Avy one who knows 
cats knows that the tall at every angle 
and with every movement ls expressive 
of some definite emotion.” 


CHIVALRY OF SAVAGES. 


Many Harbarous Tribes Are Exceed 
ingly Deferential to Women. 
Untraveled people commonly sup 
pose that savages always treat thei: 
women badly, making mere slaves and 
beasts of burden of thems ‘This is 
true in some cases, but many bar 
barians are exceedingly chivalrous to 

ward women. 
The Muoris of New Zealand alway 





treat women with the greatest defer- 


ence and respect, so much so that the 
Earl of Ranfurly once called them 
“the truest gentlemen on carth.” They 


will not permita woman tedoany bar, 


work if they can do it for ber, and 
their boys are taught from earliest 
youth that rudeness and unkindness 
toward women are crimes ouly secon’ 
to lying and cowardice, 

A young Englich lady named Ger- 
trude Bell traveled alone among the 
Druses of Syria. She was everywhere 
recelved by ‘them with the greatest 
courtesy and bospitality. Special tents 
were assigned to her use, and the 
shelks vied with each other in being 
her humble servants. “No well bred 
English gentleman could bare been 
more chivalrous,” she sald, “and they 
Were Just a8 courteous to their own 
women as they were to me.” 

The Fijlans go to extremes. They 
ore so deferential and polite to their 
womenfolk tbat they let) the latter 
“rule the roost” entirely. A woman’: 
word Is apt to be law fo the Fiji ly 
lands, 

As ona rule, women occupy a suly 
ordinate place In the east, but Kati 
ristan is an exception, The Katlirs are 
of Aryan origin and to all appearances 
area white race. They claim Alexan 
der the Great as their ancestor and 
have a lofty code of chivalry. Their 
women, lovely creatures with fair 
complexions, blue eyes and faxen hair, 
nre treated far better than most wom 
en in civilized society.

Rome, Julye22.—The body of Leo 
XI. lay last night in the hall of the 
throne room, a few steps from tbe 
room in which his denth took place. 
In tho saimne vestments, the comuauro 
hood, the rochet and the white gown 
which were put on Monday covered 
the form, which rests ino semi-state 
surrounded by lighted candles, — the 
guard and Franciscan peniten- 
tiaries, 

‘this morning the diplomatic body, 
the high dignitaries and the Noman 
aristocracy will enter the hall to pay 
thir tributes of respect to all that 
remains of the Pope. 

In the afternoon the body will be 
arrayed in all the glory of the pon- 
lificial robes, the mitre replacing the 
hood, and at sunsct it will be taken 
into the chapel of the sacrament of 
St. Peter's, where for three days the 
public will be given an opportunity 
of paying a last farewell, The inter- 
ment will occur Saturday evening. 

Yesterday was notable for the 
pressive coremonial of the wecogni- 
lien of the death of the Pope, which 
occurred in the morning In the cham- 
ber in which he died, Thereafter on- 
ly those « were admitted who were 
concerned in the embalming of the 
bey, an operation which occupied 
six hours, Meantime the authorities 
of the Vatican proceeded with the 
ively ations for the fonetal, the con- 
tlave and the acknowledgment of the 
condolences which have been received. 

Throughout the day the Vatican 
Was surrounded by crowds. which in- 
creased toward night. Several thous- 
and entered St. Peter's at Vespers 
and joined in prayers for the depart- 
ed. Among these were many of the 
Italian offcers, whose troops, short- 
lwo after sunset, were marched from 
the Vatican back to their barracks. 
At no time had their ;services boen 
needed.

At 5 o'clock this after- 
noon, the “Zamora,” called the Se- 
bastepol of Ciudad, was stormed and 
captured, Ninety-four dead rebels 
were found inside, among them — be- 
ing Gen. Azunza, one of the revolu- 
tionary leaders, whose head had been 
blown off by a shell, It is impos- 
sible to give an idea of the carnage 
Which occurred at this point. 

AC the saine tine, Gen, Rivas, Gen, 
Gomez's chief lieutenant, with 2,300 
nen, Succeeded in destroying a barri- 
cade erected wround the miranda 
pluza, the key to the capital, where 
nil the survivors of the revolution 
were concentrated, All the roads and 
streets running into the capital are 
quarded by Government troops, and 
the escape of the revolutionists after 
the capture of the capital, which is 
inevitable, seems impossfole. .

water, and celery is 94 f-2 per cent. 
water. Fruits are pretty nearly all 
water, though the banana is rejatively 
rich in starch. 

Fruits and vegetables, then, are of 
no great use in supporting the human 
body. Their value is mainly medi- 
cinal, and as beauty-makers they are 
the chief among foods. it is almost 
impossible to cat too much of then: in 
a fresh state, though, of course, the 
dict must include a reasonable propor- 
tion of those substances, stich as meat 
which furnish blood and muscle tissue

FREAKS OF CLOCKS. 


fHE STRANGE WARNING CHIMED 
FROM STRASSBURG CATHEDRAL. 


Peeuliarities of the Timepiece In the 

" Heitish House of Lords—The Mad- 
nesn of Mechlin’s Clock—“When 
Clocks Go Crasy, Things Go Daft.” 


There is an old saw which declares 
that “when clocks go crazy, tings go 
daft." ; 

‘At 2 a. m. on Sept. 27, 1869, the 
world famous clock in the great cathe- 
dral at Strassburg commenced to chime 
Without rhyme or reason. It sounded 
1,870 peals, then stopped, and after an 
interval slowly began to toll as If for 
& great one’ dead. 

The political atmosphere of Europe 
at that time was Indicative of pro- 
found peace. Nothing of danger or-dis- 
grace could by any possibility be con- 
celved of as threatening Strassburg or 
its inhabitants, Yet less than a year 
afterward the German armies bad en- 
circled the city with a ring of steel and 
fire. The German shells were falling 
thickly in her streets and squares and 
exploding even within the precincts 
of the stately cathedral Itself. And 
precisely at 2 a. m. Sept. 27, 1870, Gen- 
eral Ubrich signed the capitulation 
which was to deliver Strassburg Into 
the hands of the invaders. 

In the house of lords 1s a certain his- 
torical timeplece which is sald to in- 
varlably suffer from temporary aber- 
ration whenever a member of the royal 
family of Britain passes away. ‘The 
peculiarity was frst noticed when Wil- 
Hans LY, dled. Very carly in the morn- 
ing the clock began to emit a serics of 
peculiar gurgling nolses, as though 
gasping for breath, went suddenly 
slow and finally stopped altogether. 
All efforts to start It failed, and on the 
evenlpg of the day of the funcral It 
restarted of its own accord, nor did it 
sive any further trouble whatever for 
uuiny years afterwanl, 

It has over and over again been no- 
ticed that clocks, especially those sit- 
nated In the turrets of bigh.bulldings 
having unusually deep foundations, ure 
Hable to go wrong in sympathy with 
seisuile disturbances happening in dis- 
tricts sometimes very far away. 

On Nov. 1, 1755, for instance, fully 
half the thnepleces-In Edinburgh were 
affected. Many stopped altogether. 
Others went slow or fast or started 
striking wrongly. In this the superstl- 
tious saw some calamity impending, 
and ft was not until news arrived of 
the great Lisbon earthquake that the 
alarm was allayed. It was then discoy- 
ered, by comparing tlmes and dates, 
that the first shock must have traveled 
from Fez In Morocco to Cape Wrath 
in less than elght seconds. 

A cugious coincident was then recall- 
ed. On the evening of April 7. exactly 
Ove years previously, several thou. 
sands of persons, particularly those of 
rank and fortune. had camped out fu 
Hyde park and bad thus passed the 
hours from dusk till daylight. 

This was to avold an earthquake 
shock which bad’ becn predicted for 
the carly morning of the Stl by an al- 
Jeged "madman." The threatened 
quake, however, falled to materialize, 
anid the scared ones got heartily laugh- 
ed at for their pal. Nevertheless, {t 
was noted at the time that several of 
the public and private clocks of the 
hietropolis stopped at precisely the 
same moment on the morning to ques 
tien, und this fact at once took on a 
new and sinister significance, 

“Was It possible," people began to 
ask, “that the so called ‘madman’ was 
not so very ‘mad’ pfter oll and that 
London bad providentiatly | escaped 
what might possibly have been a bid- 
cous and unparalleled catastrophe?" 

The so called “madness” of Mech- 
lin’ clock constitutes one of the niost 
mysterious Ineldents of the Napoleonic 
wars, It happened In 1800.) ‘Two 
years previously the Corsican usurper 
had razed a portion of the city to the 
ground, and the place bad also suffered 
severely‘in other ways. But the mag- 
niticent cathedral had been spared, and 
then, as now, Its massive tower rising 
four square to a height of more than 
300 feet and bearing four dials, each 
forty-elght fcet In diameter, was one 
of the most striking landmarks for 
tniles and talles around. 

Inside the tower was the gigantle 
clock, the biggest In the world. It had 
boomed the bours for longer than the 
oldest) bargher could remember aud 
had never gone wrong. When, there: 
fore, In the early dawn of one summer 


duy the great bell began clanging furl-- 


ously small wonder that not only the 
city, but the’ whole countryside, was 
roused. Mechilin Itself was Ike a dis- 
turbed hive, men rushing from thelr. 
houses half dressed, but all armed, 
while from every town and village 
within a radlus of twenty miles angry 
peasants poured city ward, %, 

It was a false alarm, however, after 
all. No assault followed. No column 
of dust on the horizon heralded the ad- 
vance of the enemy, although anxious 
eyes watched all day. But when to- 
ward evening one more curious than 
Lis fellows bethought bim to examine 
thednterior ef the clock tower in order 
to discover If possible the reason for 
the clock’s strange behavior a grew- 
some sight met his ylew. 

Entangled In the massive works of 
the huge timeplece, torn, gashed, every 
bone broken, was the body of a French 
officer, He had evidently climbed Into 
the tower unobserved and had been 
caught by the machinery while en- 
gaged In tampering with {t. What bis 
o}ject was In so dolng none ever knew, 
That It was something sinister there 
could be no doubt. Probably he had 
{utended to so arrange the Interior 
mechanism of the clock ns to cause It 
to sound a signal Inter in the day. At 
all events, whatever his plan, it mis- 
carrled. And be himself fell a victim 
to his own temerity and waut of knowl 
edge.

TOA BILL NOW BEFORE THE 
DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 

_ Mr. S. E. Bishop, of this elty, has 
received a letter from Willlam Ewing 
& Co:, wholesale sced merchants, of 
Montreal, which contains seme yval- 
uable information for the seed grow- 


ora of this district. We print some 
extracts: 


We beg to advise you that a bill 
Yas boon introduced in tho Dominion 
Parliament by the Mon. S Fisher, 
Minister of Agriculture, to regulate 
the selling of seeds in thu Dominion, 
and which will render it almost Im- 
possible to scli anything but the very 
text qualities of sceds. f 

in order lo avoid fines or impris- 
onment of Canadian seed merchants 
2 careful system of Grading will have 
to be adopted by them, and when tho 
Lill passes, 1 will be dangerous In- 
decd tu liandle anything but perfect- 
ly clean seed. 

Now, in order to have pure seed, 
the land must be {ree from weeds, 
and in order to prevent farmers 
stving sesd which it wil be impos. 
sible to sell, we ask you to teil all 
your custumers, that are -in habit 
of muking seed, that such an Act 
has Leon introduced and will likely 
tocome law, 

Your representative in the Domin- 
ton Parliament can send you a copy 
«€ the bill, amt when you read It you 
will readily understand how serious 
will be the responsibility of any one 
handling other than clean seed, 

Tell every one who intends minaking 
seed to be sure and certain his land 
a cutirely Cree from weeds, for if 
it Is full of weeds the seed he saves 
will Le practically unsaleable, 

(f ‘the tand ix not perfectly frve 
from weeds, cut the crop and anmake 
bay of it. and this year this walt 
pay well, whereas saving seed from 
a weedy crop of hay will be o dead 
foxx tu the farmer. . 

This bill is a very serious matter 
and mots the closest attention of 
every farmer and every seed mer- 
chant in tlw country, and we ask you, 
for the sake of all concerned, to put 
the matter before seed growers, and 
to urge on them the necessity of the 
#reatest care when saving seed, only 
to save such as will be {ree from 
noxious weeds.

LED'S BODY LIES IN STATE 


At Sunrise People Will Bo Admit- 
ted For Last Farewell. 








Bomeval of the Body From the Throre 


Reem te St. Peters Was One of the 
Most Striking of All the Odsequics— 
Description of the Solema aad Im- 
Pressive Seene—No Trace of Cancer 
Bevesied by Autopsy. 


Rome, July 23.—The body of Pope 
Leo XIII. lies-in state in the Basil- 
ica of St. Petor’s, Doginning to-day 
at sunrise, the people of Rome. and 
those of all nations now in the Etor- 
nal City will he admitted to Pay 
thelr last farowell. Opportunity for 
ae solemn tribute will end Satur- 

ay. 
Until & o'clock yesterday afternoon 
the remains of the dead Pope lay in 
the throno room of the Vatican, 
where the leaders of the diplomatic, 
clerical and civil world wero allowed 
to pass the bicr. The ceremonial 
last night when the body was con- 
veyod from the throne room to St. 
Poter's was one of the most striking 
of all the obsequivs, During the day 
the congregation of cardinals met 
and decided to hold the conclave un- 
der the regulations which obtained 
at the conclave which elected Leo. 

Ne Sign of Cancer. 

Dr. Lapponi in the course ef the 
day presented to Cardinal Oreglia, a 
report of the autopsy which was 
held, which showed that there was 
no sign of cancer in the Tope’s body. 
Some hours before sundown St. Pet- 
or’s was cleared of idle crowds. Tho 
massive doors were closed and the 
throng of sightseers was pushed back 
to the foot of the great flight of cir- 
cular stono ateps. _ 

Half a hundred carpenters hastily 
constructed a stout fence five feet 
high to resist the encroachments of 
the crowds which are expected during 
to-day and the two following days. 

At 8 o'clock last evening all . was 
in readiness to take tho body ef the 
Pope froin the Vatican to the Basili- 
ca of St. Peter’s. Tho mournful pro- 
ceasion gathered around the bier, 
which was gontly lifted by the se 
diari. The dead Pontiff was clad in 
all the pomp of his holy office. 
About him had been placed the sac- 
redotal robes used only when he cele- 
brated a grand mass. 

The Precessios. 

Leading the procession as it passed 
out of the throne reom came the 
xrooms carrying lighted torches, Be- 
hind them were the~aged mace bear- 
«rs aud other domestics of the Papal 
household. The picket of the noble 
guard and all ihe elergy of the Vati- 
can followed. Immediately in front 
of the bier the Pontifical silver cross 
was held aloft. Behind the bier 
came tho three nephews of the late 
Pope. The air was heavy with  in- 
cense from the censors swinging con- 
stantly beside the body. Tho Fran- 
ciscan penitentiaries still kept up the 
unceasing refrain of intercession. At 
the Hall of Palafreniere the cortege 
caine ‘to a standstill, There the car- 
dinuls who had boon waiting in the 
hall of the consistory, took their 
places immediately behind the — nep- 
hews. After the cardinals came the 
whole diplomatic body accredited to 
the Vatican and the representatives 
of the Knights of Malta. 

Recited Frayers and Psalms. 


The Knights of Malta were follow- 
ed by varivus houschold officials and 
swuarids, Led by the cardinals, the 
prelates and clergy recited prayers 
and psalms for the dead as they 
slowly entered the Sistine Chapel, 
Where the chapter and clergy of St. 
Peter's awaited the procession. The 
latter formally received the body. 
From the Sisting Chapel the proces- 
sion descended the private staircase, 
atiil chanting, into the Basilica. The 
moment the faring torches which 
still led the cortege entered St. Pw 
ter's, the choir, which was walting 
there, commenced to sing in sorrow. 
ful cadence, “Libera Me” Do:nine.”* 
Munsignor Carcani, the canon of St, 
Peter's, solemnly sprinkled holy wa- 
ter over Leo's body and promounced 
absolution. As it wax borne across 
the threshold the cathedral — choir, 
still singing, took the Ilvad of | the 
now lengthy procession. 

An the Chapelic Ardent, 

‘Tho body was borne down the nave 
to the chapel of the sacrament. There 
the candles burned brightly. In the 
Chapelle Ardente, the body was rev- 
erently stretched — behind the iron 
gules and two incmbers of the noble 
guard took up positions on either 
side of the bier. The procession then

But the sloth bear ts not the only 
animal who.ls so partial to this julce 
of the palm tree. The curious fruit (or 
fox) bats (family pteropodidw) are par- 
tlenlarly fond of it. This peculiar little 
combination of beast and bird, with its 
foxlike faee, reddish, furry body and 
black, uncanny looking wings, the dell- 
cate membrane of which ts always 
quivering down to the very tips, will 
fy to these vessels In company with 
some hundreds of his companions and 
they will suck the juice until the 
ground below the tree will be dark 
with the bodies of these bats, who will 
Ne there too helplessly Intoxicated to 
move or defend themsclyes no matter 
what may turn up. ; 

The biggest drynkand of all is per. 
haps the palm clvet. So addicted Is 
this animal to the drinking habit that 
he has been termed the toddy cat. And 
2 more helpless, foolish looking crea- 
ture than he Is when he {ts thoroughly 
Intoxicated with the palm juice it 
woukl be dificult to find. There are 
many other animals given to this fall- 
fng, but all those I hare spoken of live 
fn India, and it may be that the beat 
which fnduces extreme thirst, 9 fre 
quent excuse among men, fs the dircct 
cause of It.

Duke of Devonshire An Advocate 
in the House of Lords. 








Conservative Leader Stands Up For Mr. 
Chamberlain — Government's Investi- 
gation Mas Already Convinced the 
Premier and Mis Colleagus That Col- 
onlal Beoretary's Impeachment of the 
Fiscal Policy Was Well } ounded.

Earl Spencer 
added that if Mr. Chamberlain re- 
mwnained in the Cabinet it would be 
almost impossible to disassociate his 
views from the policy of the Govern- 
Jornt as a whole,

In Some Mysterious Manner Fell 
Overboard Str. Macassa. 








Mrs. Yoy Left Her Two Nurses to Go to 
the Stern of the Boat and shortly 
Alter the Cry ‘Man Overboard” Rasr 
Out—The Unfortunate Lady Was Res- 
cued In Ten Minutes, But Died From 
Shock Befere Reachipg Hamilton. 


Hamilton, July 24.—Mrs, J. J. 
Foy, wife of J, J. Foy, K.C., MP. 
P., of Toronto, in some mysterious 
munner {fell overboard from the 
steamer Mucassa yesterday afternoon 
and was drowned before aid could 
ruach her, 

An air of mystery was thrown ov- 
er the sad affair by the nurse who 
accompanicd Mrs. Foy on the boat 
from Toronto, giving her namo as 
Mrs. Pringle. ‘This. was correeted 
later” removing a serious misappre- 
hension. The names of the two 
nurses who attended her gave their 
nama as Miss Pringle and Miss Cle 
ment. 

Mrs. Foy, who had been ill . for 
somo time was taking a trip” to 
Hamilton intending to return by tho 
5 o'clock boat. Ufaving expressed a 
wish to go to the stern of the boat 
she left her attendants. Shortly af- 
ter the warning cry of “man over- 
voard’ brought the attention of 
those on deck to Mrs. Foy strug- 
giing in the water. ‘The steamer 
righted about, and in ten minutes 
after the alarm had been given she 
Was picked up and brought aboard. 
Life was still manifest, but from the 
shock of falling from such oa height, 
aided by the large quantity of water 
she swallowed, all efforts to resusci- 
tate her were unavailing. Mrs. Foy 
died before reaching Hamilton, The 
sad affair occurred just after the Ma- 
cassa had passed Onkville. 

Miss Pringle, who at first gave the 
naine of the drowned lady as— Mrs, 
Pringle, explained that she did 80 on 
the spur of the moment without any 
definite reason, On reaching Hamil- 
ton Word Was at once set to Mr, 
Foy, who hurricd to the side of his 
dead wife. He returned with the re- 
maina on the 8.10 C.P.R. train Jast 
night. Coroner White was notified of 
the accident. He viewed tho re 
mains, but did not think it neces- 
sary, under the circumstancos, to 
hold an inquest.

When the ground 
Was packed by tens of thousands of 
spectators it made by far the most 
brilliant eceene of the many witness- 
ed since Thein Majesties’ arrival in 
Dublin,

Notions With Salt Fish. 

For those who live far from the sea 
or lakes and find it difficult to procure 
good fish, Table Talk suggests the use 
of salt cod in several ways: Select 
good thick pieces from the center of 
the fish, For a lunch or dinner dish 
the fish Is soaked for a few bours— 
longer iC very salt—then steamed or 
simmered until tender, the former 
being the better method.

Commenting on this infor- 
mation, the Kansas City “Journal” 
alludes to the similar treatment of In- 
dian girls hy white men in the early set- 
tlement of the West—a state of affairs 

t was not confined to Uncle Sam's 
territory by any means, but applied to 
the Canadian North-West and British 
Columbia also, where there are to-day 
hundreds of halfbreed descendants of 
white men who made their mark in the 
commerce and politics of the country. 
Says the pope referred to: 

“There is mathiog particularly sew in 
the revelations with respect to ‘morgan- 
atic? marriages by United States arm; 
officers. Before the Civil War it was al 
most the customary thing for officers 
stationed in Oregon or Washington Ter- 
ritory to consort with Indian girls, At 
Tacoma or Seattle the visitor often has 
pointed out to him halfbreeds who bear 

he names of some of the most distin- 

ed Civil War generals, and who are 
nown to be the sons or daughters of 
these officers. It is explained that when 
these officers were young Neutenants 
they were stationed in the wilds of the 
North-West, far from the society of wo- 
men of their own kind; that thoy neod- 
ed housekeepers; that it was the custom 
of the region for white men to consort 
with Indian maidens; that, according to 
Indian standards, there was nothing 
wrong about it, and that from every 
standpoint it was advantageous to the 
irl taken for a temporary wife. At the 
ittle town of Poyaliup, ten miles fron: 
Tacoma, there are two fine-looking men 
who bear the name of a general who for 
a long time was at the head of the quar 
termaster’s department of tho United 
States army. ese men are the sons of 
the general. He married thelr mother, » 
Rovellog Indian, when he was a lieuten: 
ant, and stationed at the Puyallup In 
dian Agency, long before the Civil War. 
In later years he married an American 
woman in the far Enst, and reared a 
family. But he did not abandon his fam- 
ily on the Pacific Coast. His sons were 
taken east and put through one of the 
leading colleges. He frequently visited 
them, and openly acknowledged them. 
On one occasion, at least, he was accom- 
panied by his American wife, who seemed 
to know the circumstances, and to have 
accepted them philosophically. His In- 
dian wife lived for some years after he 
had married his American spouse, though 
he never visited her. But old-timers 
about Tacoma will tell the visitor ho 
he made her old age comfortable while 
caring as a father should for the sons of 
their marriage.”

After passing NewDoro Lock a» 
winding cut opens into Little, Ri. 
deau Lake, five miles long. A chain 
of the Laurentian Hills under whieh 
nestles the town of Westport, form 
a beautiful background. There are 
some fine camp sites on the shores 
of this fake. At the head of the

Bix , Rideaw. ts a magnificent 
stretch of water fourteen miles 
long, and in some places five or six 
wide, The scenery here is almost 
Identical with the ‘Thousand Is- 
lands, which Is all the description 
necessary, The salmon fishing, here 
is very good, making it a favority 
spot for anglers.

[yrittiants of grant size and beauty are 
set on silver wires, so fine that the eight 
or ten erect lines of light quiver and 
flash with the slightest movement. These 
converge un @ atar centered by a rose 
diamond of purest water; behind this is 
cunningly hidden clockwork which can 
cause the star to revolve. One can im- 
agine the effect of this blazing in the tar- 
Loosh of the Lord of the East. ; 

To take an ornament from his own 
person and bestow it upon an underling 
is considered in Constantinople to be the 
highest decoration possible to be won; 
and never had this honor been conferred 
on an unbellever before Nelson's day. An 
English attache was sent to carry the 
gift to the battered decks of the “Van- 
guard,” and to explain to the young ad- 
miral (Nelson was not forty then): its

A Paper Scheme In White and Silver, 
A Notion For Summer Camps and 
Cabins—Windows and Floors—Light 
Feraiture, 


In some homes considerable renova- 
tion is necessary at this season. Tle 
following suggestions from the Delin- 
eator, with particular reference to 
country houses, will be found interest- 
Ing along this line: 

One of the newest ideas in papering 
is to use a white paper on the walls of 
rooms that are not brightened by sun-

light. The best effect Is gained when 
the moire paper {s adopted, with a five 
inch flowered border Jald around in 
panel style. White and silver stripes 
may also be used for the body of the 
wall in the same way. This is an echo 
of the whitewashed rooms of the old 
farmmhouse. 

A cool looking room was recently 
made at a very slight cost by fastening 
tea matting against the side walls with 
brass headed tacks. An oriental green 
stain was then washed over the sur- 
face, making an excecdingly soft and 
tasteful background. This idea is 
worth noting for summer camps and 
log cabins where wall paper cannot be 
effectively applied. 

A gencral impression of cool cleanli- 
ness is obtained through the warm 
season by the use of muslin curtains, 
In a house where the windows show 
conspicuously, 28 in suburban towns, 
citles or villages, an attempt should 
be made to secure uniformity in both 
shades and curtains. In an {isolated 
house set among trees this point fs not 
so necessary, In the summer. the sim- 
pler the material the more satisfactory , 
the result. Domestic white muslins in 
self woven patterns are sold at very 
cheap prices and give at least two 
seasons’ wear. The imported goods. 
are finer and wear better. The colored 
patterns woven into white muaslins are 
never entirely sun fast, and, therefore, 
not especially cconomical. Silkolines 
and cheese cloth may be used to bring 
a tonch of color to dark rooms where 
they do not receive the direct rays of 
the sun. Pongee silk makes a pretty 
window hanging where pine or oak 
woodwork is present, and so also do 
linen colored dotted swiss and dimity. 

The treatment of the floors during 
the summer months will depend malin- 
ly upon the condition of the boards. 
Small rugs laid over finely polished 
wood exhibit the acme of coolness; but 
with uneven boards beyond the help of 
paint or varnish an entire covering is 
almest compulsory. The wool filling 
so well known has a cheaper rival now 
in a cotton filling. Terra cotta is a 
pretty color to adopt where a brick 
chimney {Is in evidence, and a sage 
green is dependable for its assiinilative 
nature, looking, perhaps, its best with 
Yellow woodwork. 

Furniture of a heavy, ornato type 
should be replaced by lghter styles 
during the warm weather. Even a few 
pleces of the latter kind will assist in 
giving a pleasant rellef in the sultry 
days. <A rattan lounge Is useful both 
upstairs and downstairs, and its ight 
welght enables it to be easily shifted

felt and plenty of pillows of feather, 
down and hair should be made. 

Willow chalrs are made in many 
fancy styles, some with baskets at the 
side for sewing work or magazines, 
others with head rests and bookshelves 
attached. The first cut shows a stand- 
ard shape In this material. 

A tnble that can be easily moved Is a 
necessity in the summer, as it is often 
wanted out of doors. The second cut 
shows a bamboo and matting table, a 
combination especially adapted to the 
country home.

Co-operative Testing of Dairy Herds 
Wanted. 


Last winter the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture called attention to 
the co-operative system of testing dairy 
herds which prevails in Denmark, and 
recommended the establishment of a 
somewhat similar system among Can- 
adian farmers. At the present time 
dairymen are finding it almost impos- 
sible to get milkers, and it seems more 
necessary- than ever before that they 
should not waste time feeding and 
milking inferior cows. That the time 
is opportune for concerted action to 
improve the standard of our dalry 
herds can scarcely be doubted. A re- 
cent letter from Mr. Dan. Drum- 
mond of the Department of: Agritul- 
ture tells of the feeling in. Quebec in 
regard to this question. He mentions 
several breeders in the neighborhood 
of Danville who are very anxious to 
hate a system of records of produc- 
tion established, and kept under relia- 
ble supervision. These breeders are 
giving up the keeping of private re- 
cords, because, as they say, of the fact 
that such records are satisfactory only 
to themselves. and are so easilv falsi-

‘The writer 
last summer sold calves which brought 
the going price in the local market, 
6% cents live weight, and averaged 
about $9.50 value at five weeks, but 
were fed practically nothing but sweet 
skimmed or separated milk, to which 
was added a handful of fine wheat ‘flour 
for cach’ gallon. It was reckoned that 
the skim milk so used, brought about 
two cents per quart. The flour cost 
about thirty cents. per-calf. Flour, 
being fine and starchy, is mixed easily 
with milk and is much better than 
anything else. > Other farmers in the 
vicinity use extra fine gro.nd corn 
meal, fine feed, oat meal, etc., but with 
less satisfaction. The main points are 
to have the milk sweet and plenty of 
it at fairly regular hours, Fatt to give 
the calf nearly, but not: quite, all he 
will drink, ne feed a. day from the 
cow during the last week is 9 help, 
but is not usually necessary. It is 
imp rtant to have plenty of dry bed- 
ding to save warmth, as a skim-fed 
calf nas no fat to waste keeping his 
body warm. Pails should be rinsed 
titer every feed to avoid disease.

RASPBERRY NOVELTIES, 


Foam, Float, Puffs, Soup, Cups, Paste 
and Pedding Sauce. 

Raspberry Foam.—Crush a quart of 
raspberries, breaking © every © berry. 
Sprinkle over haif a teacupful of sugar 
and sct aside an hour or more. Beat 
.two eggs very lght and frothy, add 
two tablespoonfals of sugar, stir into 
the crushed berries and serve immedi- 
ately, Garnish with especially large 
berries, 

Fioat.—Crusk a pint of very ripe red 
berries and press through a sieve to 
remove the seeds, Beat in, a little at 
a time, powdered sugar and the beaten 
.whites of eggs until two tablespoonfuls 
of sugar and the whites of four egsa 
have been used. 

Puffs.—Make a batter with two beat- 
en eggs, half a teacupful of milk and 
half a teacupful of sugar; add half a 
teaspoonful of salt and enough flour 
sifted with two teaspoonfuls of Laking 
powder to make a moderately stiff bat- 
ter and stir In two teacupfuls of ber- 
ries, Butter six teacups, fill half full, 
put In a steamer cover and cook orer 
bolling water an hour. Serre with 
orange sauce, Into a teacupful of hot 
water put a teacupful of sugar; add a 
few pleces of orange peel. When It 
bolls stir in a tablespoonful of corn- 
starch wet with a little orange juice 
that has boen extracted from two sour 
oranges, Now add the remainder of 
the juice, take out the peel and add 
half a teacupful of butter, stirring well. 

Soup.—Cook red or black raspberries 
inf a little water until they part with 
thelr Julce. Squeeze, strain, add water 
to make the desired flavor, boil, skim, 
and to every three pints add a table- 
spoonful of cornstarch diwsoived In a 
little of the Juice when cold and boll a 
minute. In warm weather serve cold, 
with a lump of ice In each dish and a 
tablespoonful of whipped cream. In 
cold weather serve hot, with crackers 
erisped In the oven, 

Cups.—Sift two teaspoonfuls of bak- 
ig powder with two teacupfuls of 
four, and with a little water make a 
éoft dough. Lutter large cups, drop in 
a little dough, then a few berries; use 
dough and berries to fill the cups about 
half full, Set the cups in a dish of hot 
water, put In the oven, corer closely 
and cook half an hour, Add boiling 
water as {it evaporates. Serve with 
milk or thin cream sweetened with 
maple sugar, 5 

I'aste.—Put two quarts of red berries 
in an earthen jar, set the jar ip boiling 
water over the fire and cook until the 
Juice is extracted, then rub through a 
flue colander-or sleve to remove the 
seeds, Mix with this an equal welght 
of sugar and cook to a firm paste, stir- 
ring all the time or Jt may burn. 
Spread erenly on plates, dry Ig the 
oven, cut in small pleces, dip in pul- 
verized sugar and can. For use soak 
the pleces overnight in cold water and 
simmer slowly. 

Sauce For Puddings.~Cook a pint of 
raspberries with two-thirds of a tea- 
cupful of sugar In a teacupful of wa- 
ter. Strain through a sleve and add a 
tablespoonful of butter. Thicken with 
a very little cornstarch.—Country Gen- 
tleman, 





Frulte That Make Jelly. 

A common mistake in Jelly making Is 
the adding of too much water with the 
fruit, with the idea that more Jelly 
will be the result. The more water Is 
put in the more time it will take to 
cook it out before the jelly will begin 
to form, 

Another mistake Is trying to be eco- 
notmleal with sugar, There should be 
measure for measure of fruit julce and 
sugar, and anything less will not re- 
sult In as good a jelly and sometimes 
in no Jelly whatever, 

There are certain fruits that will 
Jelly casily, while others it is impossl- 
ble to obtain any good results froin un- 
less gelatin is added. Grapes and cur- 
rants make an especially fine jelly. 
Raspberries and blackberries necd a 
little more acid to make firm jelly. 
One leinon to every pint of peach juice 
will make a most delicious jelly, as it 
needs the additional tart of the lemon. 

Green grapes make a good jelly, but 
they will require more than the ordl- 
nary allowance of sugar. One-third 
more sugar than juice will give the 
right proportion.

An Old Letter. 


WHOLESALE merchant of Phila- 
A delphia, in looking over old papers 
and records, recently came across 
an Interesting document. It was a let- 
ter of instruction sent forty years ago 
by a merchant In St. Loutz to his agent 
In San Francisco, He thus describes 
it In the Philadelphia “Times:* 

“It related to the disposal of a lot 
of goods which had been shipped by 
way of Cape Horn, and although it 
contained over fifteen thousand words 
and a copy of a good-sized Invoice, it 
was written on just two sheets of pa- 
per 

“The paper itself is a sort of tough, 
opaque tissue, very thin and light, and | 
when folded the letter slips easily into 
an envelope three inches wide. 

“Why it was gotten up In such a pe- 
¢ullar style is, expluined by the stamp j 
on the corner, which is one of the old 
‘pony express’ serics, embellished with 
a picture of a man on horseback, epur- 
ring at a gallop across the plains. | 

“I knew, of course, that the Pacific 
mail of that period was carried by re- 
lay express riders, but I never before 
realized what great pains were taken to | 
reduce the weight to the lowest possible 
point. Iam told that the letters were 
atored in lUttle fat pouches under the 
flaps of the saddle, and that they were 
usually written on a specially prepared 
tissue. 

“The one I have described must have 
occupied an expert clerk several days, 
for the penmanship, while microscopic, 
is deautifully executed, and as clear 
and legible as print. 

“The atamp ins of the denomination of 
fifty cents, and, taken altogether, It 
would be hard to find a more striking 
reminder of the astonishing progress 
that has been made In this country Io 
a trifle over one generation. 

“Everything about the little brown 
letter speaks of dangers, difMicults, 
and rude, primitive conditions.

SERVICE SUPREME MEASURE, 


Usefulness in the World Brings Eminence 
—Lasting Fame Is Not Won by Riches 
—Frofound Truth Preved by Reason 
and Experience, and Is Applicable to 
All Walks in Life, 


Entered snoording fo Act of Parilament of Can: 
ada, in the year 1X, by William Bally, of To- 
ronto, at the Dep't of Agricalture, Ottawa. 


Chicago, July 26.—In these days of 
social -and domestic. struggle tho 
Problem of family help is rapidly 
becoming one of the first importance 
in’ our great cities, Dr. Talmage’s 
sermon shows that domestic service 
far from being)a vocation to be de- 
Spised, should rightly be regarded ‘as 
one of honor and lucrative reward. 
The text is Matthew xx, 27, ‘‘Who- 
soever will be chicf among you, ° Ict 
him be your servant,’’ 

Startling themo! Apparently a 
Contradiction in terms; but really a 
Profound truth proved by reason and 
experience. The men most honored 
in the world to<lny and the men of 
txo past, whose names history will 
never forget, are the men who have 
rendered the world the best service. 
Eminence and lasting fame are won 
not by riches or titles, but by doing 
something that benefits others. That 
is a sound = general principle which 
applics not only to the highest walks 
of life, but to the humblest. 

‘The tremendous opportunities of 
usefulness open to a consccrated do- 
mestic is the subject. No position 
to-day accessible to a woman of or- 
dinary. mental and physical capabil- 
{ties will bring” greater returns, fi- 
nancially and spiritually, than that 
olfered to the average servant girl, 
The humble domestic servant, be sho 
cvok in the kitchen, or a guardian in 
the nursery, or a waitress in the din- 
ing room, or simply a chambermaid, 
muy live a life which will carry fra- 
grance wherever it goes. 

But’ this sermwonic theme has its 
dark side as well an its bright. It 
is shadowed vither. by avoidance or 
by slothfulness—by avoidance — be- 
cause in despising ft and secking 
other occupations inconveniences and 
social difliculties are entailed on 
Others; by slothfulness because no 
one can do a duty badly or carcless- 
ly without deteriorating in character. 
The kitchen or the nursery may, be 
a throne room, with a consecrated 
domestic servant as a queen, or it 
may be.a den of miserable drudgery 
and the scene of constant bicker 
and discontent. In olden times there 
Were two classes of servants, both 
mule and female. The one was that 
consecrated — hand of w or which 
clearly realized that tre vice, no 
tuatter) how husable, hisglicd honor 
and usefulness. Thus Joshua, great 
man that he was, gladly and swilling- 
ly became the servant of Moses, and 
Elisha was the servant of the great 
Elijah, and Eliezer was the servant 
of Abraham and Samuel of Eli. 
These vn knew that they, in’ their 
humble xphere, were working for the 
advancement of the world ax-truly as 
Were their masters in thelr moro 
conspicuous sphere. 

The second class of servants owas 
composed of the sullen slaves cap- 
tured in war, They were, for the 
most part, disgruntled and rebelli- 
ous servitors, They felt that the 
tyranny of fate had placed the cap- 
tives’ manacles upon their wrists, 
and as soon ns possible they would 
fee when chance of escape offered. 
So (were are women to-day serving 
in the kitchen andlin the nursery 
who act as if they belieye that they 
ore captured slaves. They are 
esruinbling against their work and 
Ineager pay. They are spending one 
half of their tine in finding fault 
with their mistresses and the other 
half in trvings to find out a way of 
escape into some other occupation 
where they can have more liberty 
and increased cmoluments. As we 
would praise the grand work of the 
consecrated domestic, so we would 
denounce the evil behavior of the 
“wicked and slothful servant."" | We 
would try to show that the servant 
girl who buries her one talent in o 
napkin and refuses to do her legiti- 
mate work is just as reprehensible 
in God's sight as the king or queen 
who deliberately squanders a life's 
capital of ten talents. Divine re 
Wards and punishinents are not de 
pendent upon the amount of returns 
accomplished by God's children, but 
upon the faithfulness and .consecra- 
tion with which we perform the tasks 
he has given us to do. 

The word ‘‘royal” is not restricted 
to station. It is legitimately ap- 
plied to any woman whose conduct 
in her own sphere is noble and faith- 
ful—conduct ‘which is becoming or 
fitting to a queen." Nor in the fi- 
nancial compensation for her service 
fnadequate, Her remuneration is as 
large as any other wage earnér in 
proportion to the physical labor and 
niental training which are required 
of her. Prove it? 1 will, Compare 
to-day the net financial returns of 
the average servant and that of the 
unskilled worker in any other do- 
partments of life. In our large cit- 
ics tho nurse girl receives at least 
$3.50 to $4 and $5 per. week, the 
good cook from $4 to $7, even to 
310, per week, the waitress $4 per 
week, the chainbermaid $4 per week. 
That means that cach one~ of the 
houschold servants receives, usually, 
Wages running anywhere from $17 to 

25 per month. That is more than 
many of the well-dressed floorwalkers 
in the large city stores get. That is 
nore. than the average typewriter 
receives, for she has to pay rent and 
board, which the domestic servant 
gets free. That is as much as a farm 
hand or a private soldier in the 
United States army receives. “Oh, 
no,** some one answers, *‘that is not 
truce. A floorwalker will get $12 per 
week. There is many a typewriter 
receiving $10 per, week, or about $10 
per month." But, my brother, when 
you estimate the salary of the 
down-town clerks you must at the 
samo time estimate their expenses, 
As I remarked, the servant girl ree 
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gross, than-any other class of labor 
requiring equal: mental and physical 
equipment...

-And'so when 
you place the net income of an aver- 
ago servant girl against that of an 
average clerk you find her salary is 
mostly, gain, while his, at the end of 
the week, after his legitimate © ex- 
penses _have been unct, is absolutcly, 
nothing or about nothing. 

I ain talking about the. princely 
net income of an average servant 
girl. But if you are going to jiidgo 
the condition of cach class of Iaborer 
by the standard of money then the 
servant yirl is not only better paid, 
but sho receives steadier servico all 
the year round. She is not laid off 
like the masons or carpenters or the 
lake sailors or like the many ~ em- 
ployes who, though during the busy 
Seasons they receive high wages, are 
idle during certain months of the 
year, The royal domestic can have 
perpetual cibployment. Thus, from a 
financial standpoint, I would com- 
mond to our sisters and daughters 
this noble work of the kitchen and 
the nursery. I commend the occupa- 
tion to you because the financial re- 
turns uré princely in comparison 
with the mental equipment which 
miany of you are able to consecrate 
to this service. 

Another advantage offered by  do- 
mestic service is that its  surround- 
ings are purer. The royal domestic 
is subjected to less temptations than 
arc her sisters who are earning their 
livelihood in other walks of | life.

Statue of Queen Victoria Unveiled by the 
Ming—Upwards of 50 Addresses Fre- 
sented at Belfast, Which Was En Fete, 
and Reyally Welcomed the Kisg—

Belfast, July 28.—The welcome ox- 
tended to King Edward and Quecn 
Alexandra at the capital of Ulster 
yesterday was marked by the samc 
enthusiasm whith has followed their 
progress through Ireland. The city 
Was  claborately decorated” and 
tnronged with sight-sevrs, and the 
streets Were lined by 10,000 troops, 
2,000 blue jackets and 5,000 police. 

The Lord Mayor and corporation 
awaited their Majesties at the rall- 
road. station and presented them 
with an address. Upwards of fifty 
other addresses wero presented on 
tho same occasion. ‘Tho King in re- 
ply said his highest ambition was to 
follow in tho footsteps of his mother 
and make the well-being of his pco- 
ple, the prosperity of the realm and 
the maintenance of tho peace of all 
nations his constant aim. The royal 
procession was then formed and trav- 
ersed the streets to the city hall, 
where the King unveiled a statue 
erected in honor of Queen Victoria.

Not an Inkling could be gleaned 
from cither part as to the agrve- 
ment, so that the interest attaching 
to the Prime Minister’s exposition of 
the scheme on Thursday is not go-

Toronto, July 29.—Important regu- 
lations respecting terminating shares 
in Joan companics have been issued 
by Dr. J. Howard Hunter,’ Registrar 
of Loan Corporations, under the 
authority of the amendments passed 
lust session, which gave the Reégis- 
trar power to direct changes where 
such bylaws did not appear to him 
to be just and reasonable. In order 
to meet the case Dr. Hunter has is- 
sued a general bylaw which’ cach 
company will be compelled to adopt 
as its own, taking oflect September 
10, 1903, and affecting all terminat- 
ing shares issued thereafter. It is 
provided that this, bylaw shall not 
be ropealed, altered or varied by any 
company except by permission of the 
Negistrar of Loan Corporations, and 
all bylaws inconsistent’ therewith 
shall be thereby repealed.

First English Sovereign to Pay Londen- 
derry a Visit—Great Reception Ao- 
cerded the King and Queen. 


Londonderry, Ireland, July 29, — 
King Edward and Queen Alexandra 
Were accorded a great reception on 
their arrival here yesterday.

ited Londonderry. ‘Their Majestics 
Were met at the railroad station. by 
the mayor and corporation. The 
King oxpressed

ing and harmony pervading all class- 
es in Ireland, adding that if his vis- 
it helped to extend and consolidate 
this fceling he would be richly re- 
Warded, ; 

Their Majesties lunched at tho 
Guild Hall. An address was present- 
ed to the Queen from tho women of 
Londonderry. The King, replying in 
behalf of Queen Alexandra, oxpress- 
ed the opinion that the “higher edu- 
cation of woinen is one of the hap- 
picst features of our time.*’’ 

After the King had laid the foun- 
dation of Brooke Park, Their Majes- 
tics left Londonderry for Buncrana, 
where they — embarked on the royal 
Yacht Victoria and Albert for —a 
cruise along the coast.

Greatest Loser on Record Dies In a 
Garret In & London Slum, 

In a grimy: garret in a London slum 
there died the other day the only. man 
who ever. snecee 
000 in five minutes’ time. :

From bis office {n Paris he controlled, 
through his agents, the markets of Lon- 
don, Berlin and Yienna, and in all of 
them he purchased every pound of cop- 
per that was offered. 


July 1, 1887, “B. C. B.'s” (best Chile 
bars) were selling at $200 a tan. By 
June 1 they had risen to $260, nnd’ the 
rise continued steadily until the middle 
of December, 1883, when the unheard 
of price of a fraction over $500 a ton 
was being asked and obtained. 

Then came the collapse. Thibault had 
sunk all his own money in the venture, 
all he could borrow, all he could beg, 
and still from all serts of odd and un- 
expected corners of the world copper 
came pouring fn. 

As soon as he ceased buying he had, 
of course, to commence setling, and this 
hastened and accentuated the inevita- 
ble end. By March 1 the price had 
dropped to Jess than {t was when Thi- 
bault commenced operations. 

Altogether the gigantle gamble cost 
him $50,000,000, of which ‘sum fully 
one-balf was lost between noon and 
five minutes: past on’ Feb. 28, 1889, 
when the bottom dropped out of his 
corner, 

‘The Kite as an Alr Ship. 

T have had the feeling that a properly 
constructed flying machine should be 
capable of belng flown as n kite and, 
conversely, that a properly constructed 
kite should be capable of use as n fiy- 
ing machine, when driven by its own 
propelicrs, Iam not so sure, bowever, 
of the truth of the former proposition 
as I am of the latter. 

Given a kite so shaped as to be sult- 
able for the body of a fiying machine 
and so efficient that it will fy well inn 
good breeze (say twenty miles an hour) 
when loaded with a weight equivalent 
to that ef a man and engine, then it 
seems to me that this same kite, pro- 
Vided with an actual engine and man 
in place of the Joud and driven by its 
own propellers at the rate of twenty 
miles an hour, should be sustained in 
calm air-asin fying machine. So far 
as the pressure of the air Is concerned, 
it is surely tmmaterial whether the air 
moves against the kite or the kite 
against the alr—Alexander Graham 
Bell in National Geographic Magazine. 








As to Laying Ralls, 

English raflway experts scem deter- 
mined to do everything in the most 
complicated way, as Americans prefer 
the simplest, For instance, Yankces lay 
railroad rails directly upon the sleeper. 
The English Iay bull bead ralls upon 
metal chairs which fn turn rest upon 
the sleepers, The result {s to multiply 
the nolse, which would be almost intol- 
erable if English engines and cars were 
not such small and Might affairs. 

The London Transport, a technical 
authority, says, “It is generally admit- 
ted that the American system of laying 
fiat bottom ‘rails direct on sleepers 
makes 4 moe elastic road than the 
English cliivr and key system, while 
the smoothness of runoing adds com- 
fort in traveling and considerably re- 
duces the wear and tear to rolling 
stock,” 





The Goat ef the Fusileers, 

In bis recent gift of a goat from the 
foyal herd to the fusiicers King Ed- 
ward followed the example of bis royal 
mother, who at different times gave 
this famous regiment a goat, the first 
being presented as far back as 1815. 

On that occasion it was ono of a 
magnificent Cashmere breed, then kept 
in Windsor park, a berd of which was 
sent to Queen. Victoria by the then 
shab. This goat, as may be expected, 
was highly prized and marched at the 
head of the regiment during a cam- 
Paign in Bulgaria, afterward accom- 
panylog the fusilcers to the Crimea. 
‘Shortly after the battle of Alma the 
goat began to show symptoms of ill- 
ness, and despite every care {t finally 
succumbed to the inclement weather 
on Dec. 20, 1854, before Sevastopol. 





Great Britain's Coal Supply. 

Great Britain is likely to be a power- 
fal competitor of the United States in 
the world's coal market for some time. 
Accordipg to an English expert the 
supply of coal yet remaining to be 
mined In the United Kingdom amounts 
to 80,084,000,000 tons, which, at the

years. The same authority gives the 
total output of the world in 1900 as 
707,036,204 tons, of which Great Brit- 
ain produced 229,000,000 tons, or 30 per

Mr. Chamberlain did not touch di- 
rectly the fiscal question, but inci- 
dentally remarked; “‘We are on the 
evo of a great economic fight and it 
behooves everybods to keep cool as 
long as possible and not turn an cco- 
nomic into a personal fight.” 

Correspondence Made Public.

Says the New York Times.He points 
out that not only’are our northern 
neighbors inhabitants of ‘‘America,’’ 
and therefore ‘‘Amoricans,’’ but that 
their territory is considerably larger 
‘than that of the United States, ex- 
cluding Alaska, all of which is en- 
tirely trus,, Lthough’ we do not: sce the 
exact y of: excluding Alaska 
in°tho measurement of territory.’ If 
"we are to limit the use of the word 
Aincrican to the designation of an 
inhabitant of the continent of Amer- 


















































American as &@ resident. of New 
York. ‘The designation would, “of 
course, be strictly logical and cor- 
rect. But it would also be extremely 
-obscure and inconvenient. The inhab- 
itants of Central aid South America 
are as much Americans, in that 
sense, as ourselves or the Canadi- 
ans. And even if we try to make 
the term a little more exact by say- 
ing ‘‘North Amoricans,"’ we must in- 
clude the inhabitants of Mexico. 
‘Strictly, we must also include the 
inhabitants of Central America, since 
the dividing line between the two 
contincnts lics on their southern 
boundary. 

The poet Cowper was wont to say 
that he never respected the good 
faith of a critic of his poems so much 
eas when the critic re-wrote his lincs 
to show the justice of the criticism. 
‘This is an cxtrezne demand to make 
of critics of verse, but it is not too 
much to ask of our friend who ob- 
jecta to our use of the word Amcri- 
can. What better is there for its 
purpose? We grant that it is not cn- 
tircly accurate. Woe confess that it 
ia not very modest for the people of 
the United States to claim the sole 
Atle to it. But as a matter of fact 
the word in that sense is perfectly 
understood. It misleads no one. It 
corresponds to the impression the 
world in general has as .to this 
tontinent and tts various peoples. 
We should be quite willing to drop 
it {f there were any single word that 
wouk!l take its place and convey the 
samc meaning. Dut is’ there? Our 
neighbors may be clearly described 
as Canadians, or, if on the south, as 
Mexicans, and each is a title of which 
its bearers may well be proud. But 
how, other than as Americans, can 
the people of the United’ States be 
brichy and conveniently described 
and the description be at once 
clearly recognized? We cannot call 
ourselves United Statescrs, and we 
do not wish to call ourselves Yan- 
kees, because the term was originally 
one of contempt and is relativcly lo- 
cal at best. 

A like miscarriage of exactness ex- 
ists in the case of the Scotch, or 
Scots, or Scottish, who object to 
being called English. The word in- 
eludes’ them in the general term, 
English people or the English. Po- 
Mtically they are subjects of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, to which, for perfect 
formality, some writers add the Isle 
of Man. Therefore, it would be more 
nearly correct to call them British, 
which term is perhaps gaining in 
currency. But for the greater part 
of the world the term ‘the English 
people’’ is the only one readily un- 
derstood. Indeed, the French lan- 
guage has no word for the British as 
a people except “les Anglais,”’ and 
the Gerinan language, though it has 
**Brittischo’’ as a term of geography, 
offers only *‘Englander’ as the gen- 
eral equivalent of the English, mean- 
ing the English people. Thus it will 
be seen thut the selective process of 
the gencral mind of the world has 
given to Aincrican and to English an 
exclusive meaning, which is not his- 
torically or geographically accurate, 
but whi¢h has the supreme merit of 
being easily and everywhere under- 
Btood. It is, “of course, a tax on the

perique tobacco a year as an ingredient 
of one of the ‘perique mixtures’ sup- 


,Plled to the smoking public of America, 


Where the perique comes from the 
drummer does not know, tiut he knows 
that his house last year sold perique 
mixture fn volume sufficient to account 
for the disposal of four or fire times 
the entire production of the genuine 
Perique crop. 

“The term ‘perique crop,’ however, Is 
a misnomer, for perique tobacco fs not 
@ natural product, but manufactured. 
A particular tobacco is grown and then 
treated especially, with the result of 
what is commercially known as per- 
ique. The many imitations with which 
the public are supplied are, it is sald 
by experts, virtually the game {n qual- 
ity and flavor, though not the same as 
perique in elther the original natural 
leaf nor in process of manipulation into 
marketable ways, acetic acid being 
used by some commercial houses, 
whereas the genuine perlque is not sub- 
Jected to the Influence of any forelgn 
matterw: hatever,” 





The Balkan Crowns, 

Assassination tempered by abdication 
—such has been the fnte of most Bal- 
kan rulers. Since the Balkan peoples 
were emancipate! King Otho of 
Greece, Prince Cuza of Roumania, 
Prince Alexander of Bulgaria, Prince 
Alexander Karagcorgevitch and King 
Milan of Servla have been forced to 
abdicate, while Prince Danilo of Mon- 
tencgro, Prince Michnel, King Alexan- 
der and Queen Drage of Servia, as 
well as Kara George, the Servian lb- 
erator, have been murdered.

Mr. Smart, Canadian Deputy Mine 
istor of the Interior, has compiled a 
statement of the arrivals of immi- 
grants for the fiscal year ending June 
suth, which places the total for the 
year at 124,658. He thinks that this 
nuinber will probably be added to 
slightly when the returns are com- 
pieted. ‘The showing is certainly a 
quarvellous one, both in regard to 
the number who have linded in’ Ca- 
nada to become actual residents and 
those who have taken up lands in 
Manitoba and the Northwest Terri- 
torics. 

The arrivals for they month of June 
are given ox follows: United States, 
7.039; British Isles, 6,439; conti- 
nent, 6,154, Total for June, 1903, 
20,532.

The total increase for 1903 — over 
1902 is 57,279.

fiscal year ending June 80th running 
up to 31,343. In 1696 the entrics

I will arise and go to my father.— 
Luke xv., 18 © = 

The sweetest of stories told in any 
tongue among men is this beautiful 
parable of the Prodigal Son.  Every- 
where it'is attentively heard. Simple 
tven to plainness, told ten thousand 
times, it never loses its marvellous 
charm. 5 

What is perhaps most wonderful 
about it is that while the guilt of the 
wanderer is never for 2 moment hid- 
den, while his transgression is set be- 
fore us in characters so distinct as 
neyer to be mistaken, we do not for 
2 moment lose our sympathy for the 
wanderer himself. So the Master wish- 
ed it. For so He opens the inexhaust- 
ible fountains of the divine love to our, 
vision ; so He shows us how He re- 
seives sinners and cats with them, how 
He welcomes the guilty to the feast of 
His love and rejoices over them as a 
father over a child that was lost. 

And yet this sympathy turns alto- 
gether upon the incident to which the 
Scripture directs us. Let the narra- 
tive have another termination and our 
pity turns to disgust. ‘ Let it read: 
“But he was besotted and rejoiced in 
the husks with the swine; he longed 
not for his father’s home ; he ignored 
ats plenty and died in his wretched- 
ness.” We should then say: “Miser- 
able brute, he lived and died as he de- 
served.” 

In the strange land to which we have 
come, whether our feet go into flower 
gardens or deserts, we are apt to lose 
knowledge of the fatherhood that is 
over us. The material advantages of 
the world, all its profits, honors and 
emoluments, can never satisfy the 
highest aspirations of the human soul. 
We want something more enduring and 
profound. Nor will art, literature or 
sentiment satisfy the craving. Not 
anything that exhausts. itself in the 
realm of the intellect or the emotions 
alone responds to the soul's highest 
aspirations. The leverage by which it 
is to be lifted must be outside itself. 
It wants God. 

The burden of sorrow, care and an- 
xiety that oppresses us requires a high- 
er ministry than this “strange land” af- 
fords. Its comforts are but “husks.” 
Many a business man who reads these 
words to-day shudders as he recollects 
that the Sunday rest is already half 
gone and that to-morrow he must re- 
sume the grind of yesterday and take 
up the agonies that had only been laid 
aside during his resting spell. The 
mother who Ieft the body of her chill 
in the cemetery a few days ago is not 
relieved by the thought that she shares 
only the common lot of mortals. A 
tenderer hand than that of philosophy 
is needed to stay the rush of her tears. 

No, it is not satisfying, this “far 
country.” Many of its gifts are high 
and noble, indeed they are all of them 
of the Father's bestowal—we must not 
forget this when we are tempted to be- 
little the world’s favors—but they are 
only the media and not the substance 
of a divine affection. We need to get
